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WAR PREPARATION 


CONGRESS geared to war preparation is mov- 

ing toward the declared objective of a mo- 
bilized Nation which would place manpower and 
industry, including storage facilities and carriers, 
under Presidential control in time of conflict. 

The House committee on military affairs reported 
the Hill-Sheppard bill favorably, and passed on for 
debate a measure that would magnify the powers 
of the President in war time, giving him authority 
to conscript not only men for combat service, but 
also executive and managerial forces at home, and to 
govern fees for services, prices and industry by a 
system of licenses. 

Section 5 empowers the President to issue licenses 
to do business, and determine the conditions of 
operations. In wartime, he would be authorized to 
proclaim “what classes of public service, real and 
personal property or rights or interests therein, 
and what classes of owners, dealers, exporters, im- 
porters, manufacturers, or producers of any article 
or commodity shall be required to operate or to be 
operated under licenses, to fix the conditions of 
such licenses, and to grant licenses under such con- 
ditions.” 

Designed to take the profit out of war, the bill 
sets out as its first section that “whenever Con- 
gress shall declare war the President is authorized 
to determine and publicly proclaim it to be unlaw- 
ful to buy, sell, lease, or otherwise contract for 
any articles, service, or right or interest in property 
enumerated in such proclamation, or proclamations, 
at a higher rate, rent, price commission, compensa- 
tion, or reward than was in effect at a date or 
dates determined and set forth in such proclamation 
or proclamations.” 

That section is designed to freeze salaries and 
prices at the level existing on a date to be fixed by 
the President. Such an order would be subject to 
revision at his discretion, and provision for such 
change is in Section 2. 

Section 3 permits the President to determine and 
proclaim from time to time “the material resources, 
industrial organizations, public services, and se- 
curity or commodity exchanges, over which Govy- 
ernment control, shall be necessary.” “Thereupon,” 
the bill continues, “such control shall be exercised 
by the President to the extent determined and 
publicly proclaimed by him to be necessary, and 
subject to such conditions, exemptions, rules, and 
regulations, as he may prescribe and publicly pro- 
claim.” 

Section 4 would permit the President to draft 
into federal service “individuals engaged in the 
Management or control of any industrial establish- 
ment designated by him.” 

Other powers given the President would include 
the right to proclaim the order of priority in in- 
dustrial production and transportation thereof au- 
thority to establish a system of taxation which 
will levy against profits attributable to war, “with- 
out preventing a fair normal return to labor, man- 
agement, and invested capital.”

Enactment of statutes to take profits out of war 
is considered a certainty at this session although 
it has failed in previous congresses when inter- 
national relationships were not as strained as they 
are regarded to be today. The assurance that the 
country will engage in rearmament, led off by a 
huge naval construction program, has served to 
focus attention to war measures and pave the way 
for legislation. 


RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


ITH the passage of important amendments 

to the Federal Housing Act, construction cir- 
cles are hopeful that the slump in residential 
construction may begin to be checked. 

There is a provision in the new legislation for 
90 per cent insured mortgages on newly constructed 
small homes costing $6,000 and less, and for be- 
tween 80 and 90 per cent insured mortgages on 
newly constructed homes costing between $6,000 
and $10,000. 

The mortgage money, as in the past, must come 
from private lending institutions. The government 
insures the mortgages. 

While of national interest, it must be remem- 
bered that the construction of residences and the 
improvement of housing conditions are inherently 
a localized activity and problem and should be so 
recognized. Without local interest, little progress 
may be expected. 

It is hoped that responsible local organizations 
will give attention to the problem of removing 
handicaps to building activity so that it will pro- 
ceed along constructive lines. 


TRUCK RATES TOO LOW 
yrteenry truckers are unable, or unwilling, 

to protect themselves in the competitive field, 
the Interstate Commerce Commission is about to 
set itself up as a conservator of the industry, per- 
suaded that this step is necessary if motor trans- 
porters are to be prevented from “low rating” 
themselves out of business. 

This anomalous situation—a regulatory body 
moving to protect one type of carrier against its 
own weaknesses in competing with other types over 
which it has jurisdiction—has been brought about 
by a marked downward trend in tariff schedules. 

The Motor Carrier Division of I.C.C. cited the 
inherent danger in this practice in a discussion 
centering upon its refusal to grant an Ohio carrier 
permission to establish rates which, admittedly, 
would produce no revenue, but would utilize some 
idle equipment. 

Its warning note declared: 


“It is clear that the only possible justification for the 
proposed rate lies in the fact that it may yield some margin 
over the bare ‘out-of-pocket’ expense incurred in carrying 
the added traffic, which, but for such a low rate, would not 
move,” stated the division. 

“There is nothing new about the making of rates on such 
a basis. The railroads have done it from time immemorial, 
in meeting the competitive rates of water lines or other 
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railroads more favorably situated, and they are now doing 
it, to some extent, in meeting truck competition. 

“Nevertheless, there are many dangers in this method of 
making rates, and the dangers increase the more extensively 
it is used. ‘Out-of-pocket’ cost is an elusive and shifting 
thing. When traffic can be added in this way without any 
increase in truck-miles or man-hours, such cost is one thing, 
but if sufficient traffic is attracted so that more truck-miles 
a man-hours are required, it becomes a very different 
thing. 

“Furthermore, it is always necessary to bear in mind the 
fact that the method is not a one-way affair, for competitors 
can use it as well, and where competition is widespread the 
result may be to beat down a very large part of the rate 
structure. 

“The dangers are, if anything, even greater in the case 
of motor carriers than in the case of railroads. An un- 
balanced condition of truck traffic, because of the greater 
number of operators, is apt to be somewhat of an individual 
matter. 

“That is to say, the traffic of one truck operator may 
preponderate in one direction, whereas that of a competing 
operator may preponderate in the other. As between opera- 
tors, therefore, the application of the ‘out-of-pocket’ cost 
method of making rates might well result in a breakdown 
of the rates in both directions. 

“It is true that here the competition in question is not 
between truck operators, but between the latter and the 
railroads. However, it may be noted that the competitive 
rail rate appears to be amply remunerative. 

“Tf, therefore, the pronosed competitive truck rate should 
result in any considerable diversion of traffic from the rails. 
there is plenty of margin to permit a reduction in the rail 
rate; and no doubt the railroads have similar, and perhaps 
better, opportunities to cut under the higher rates in the 
reverse direction upon which respondent is apparently de- 
pendent for any profit. 


“As at present advised, therefore, we believe that we 
ought not to permit a competitive truck rate to be estab- 
lished, in a situation like this, which is cn so patently low 
a level and which can only be defended on the ‘out-of- 
pocket’ cost or added traffic theory. 

“If we permit that theory to be applied here, we must 
permit it to be applied generally in similar circumstances, 
and we greatly fear that the result would be an ultimate 
breakdown in the rate structure causing general injury. 


“It must frankly be recognized, however, that if the rail- 
roads are hereafter to be allowed to apply this theory i: 
competing with the trucks, the latter must fairly be allowed 
equal leeway.

Mr. Brooks very ably portrayed 
conditions abroad in comparison with those existing in 
the United States and in doing so issued a warning 
that unless the heads of business take things under 
control in this country by publicizing its own virtues, 
conditions here will be patterned along lines now ex- 
isting in Europe.

dant life it enjoys, but unfortunately, due to propaganda 
such facts were lost sight of by many.

Labor Allowed Defense of 
44-Hr. Pa. Law 


The Dauphin County Court allowed the Pennsylvania 
Federation of Labor to join with the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania in defending the 44-hr. work week 
law, on Feb. 10. The act had no more than become op- 
erative on Jan. 3, than approximately 800 industrial 
and business concerns joined in a suit, challenging it. 

As a result of the Dauphin Court’s ruling, the St 
380,000 organized workers now have a voice in the 
ceedings, which heretofore had been limited mainly to 
the 800 industrial and business establishments. The 
Federation made its appearance as an intervener in 
a taxpayer’s suit filed by C. W. Miller, a storekeeper of 
Perry County who contends that the act is unconstitu- 
tional and seeks an injunction to halt its enforcement.

When the Court began to consider the Miller suit, 
Gilbert J. Kraus, an attorney for the labor interests, 
asked permission to file a petition in the name of John 
A. Phillips, president of the Pennsylvania Federa- 
tion of Labor. At once came a protest from former 
Deputy Attorney General Willis F. Daniels, counse! for 
Miller. He objected because, he said, he could not see 


what interest labor unions would have in purely legal 
questions to be settled in the matter. After a brief con- 
ference, the Court overruled him and admitted the 
petition. Observers are said to regard the action as 
of material aid to the State, as labor interests are in 
a position to present a “powerful economic argument” 
on behalf of the shortened working hours. But little 
testimony was heard on the taxpayer’s suit, which 
would have the effect of rendering the act inoperative 
until the Supreme Court makes a final decision on its 
validity. As mentioned in the February issue of DandW, 
lawyers have been striving for an early Supreme Court 
ruling on the law’s constitutionality. 


N. J. Bill Would Stop 
Pier Freight Tieups 


A bill “to eliminate undesirable accumulation of 
freight on steamship piers in the Port of New York 
district, remove fire hazards therefrom, and to keep 
the piers open for prompt, efficient and economical 
movement of freight by vesting in the Port of New 
York Authority * ** power to prescribe and enforce 
suitable regulations” has been introduced in the New 
Jersey Legislature by Senator James I. Bowers of 
Somerset County. 

“This act,” the proposed bill states, “shall take effect 
upon the enactment into law by the State of New York 
and the Congress of the United States of legislation 
having an identical effect with this act, but if the State 
of New York and the Congress of the United States 
have already enacted such legislation, this act shall 
take effect immediately.”

Philadelphia Piers, Inc., at 
New Address 


The new address of Philadelphia Piers, Inc., which 
operates the Tidewater Terminal, three huge piers 
whose bulkheads jut far out into the Delaware River 
along the water’s edge in South Philadelphia, is 330 
Chestnut St. 

Tidewater Terminal consists of two triple-decked con- 
crete structures harboring 1,100,000 sq. ft. of covered 
storage space in addition to the longest covered shed 
on the Atlantic seaboard for the handling of kiln-dried 
jumber. The two storage piers, 98 and 100 South, are 
1,500 ft. long, while Pier 96 South measures 1,000 ft. 
Tidewater Terminal is located off the Oregon Ave. end 
of Delaware Ave. It is served by 29 regularly sched- 
uled foreign trade lines which dock between 75 and 80 
ships at its piers in the course of one month, merchan- 
dise from approximately 100 countries crossing its 
wharves. E. W. Stringfield is general traffic manager 
of Tidewater. 


Government Regulation Coastal 
Ship Rates Approved 

Government regulation of freight rates on coastwise 
shipping has been approved by the Senate Commerce 
Committee. It had been approved by Joseph P. Ken- 
nedy. Under the approved amendment, the Maritime 
Commission would have the same control over shipping 
rates on coastwise shipping that the I.C.C. has over 
railroad rates. “This would eliminate rebates and 
secret discrimination,” Senator Copeland said. “It is 
something the railroads, which must compete with 
water shipping, have been asking for years.” 

The Maritime Commission now has the power to fix 
“maximum rates” for coastwise shipping. Senator Cope- 
land said the new power would permit “maximum, mini- 
mum and reasonable rates.” “For instance, the commis- 
sion might decide that the reasonable rate for a slow 
boat would be less than for a speedy vessel over the same 
route,” the senator said, and the rate regulation would 
not extend to inland water freight, such as the Great 
Lakes, or to ocean-going shipping which must com- 
pete with foreign lines. 

The committee also had agreed upon a revision of 
the “recapture of profits” provision in the existing mari- 
time subsidy law. This provides that the government 
may take profits of subsidized shipping companies above 
6 per cent during a 5-yr. period. “This period would 
be extended to 10 yrs. in order to permit the usual 
business cycles to operate,” Senator Copeland said. He 
reported agreement also on limiting profits to “actual 
operating companies.” 


Barge Service for 
Cape Fear River 
( YAROLINAS shippers will receive from 10 to 20 per 
4 cent reduction in their freight bills on shipments 
from certain points if a plan for establishing barge 
service on the Cape Fear River from Wilmington, N. 
C. to Fayetteville, N. C., is carried out, according to W. 
S. Creighton, traffic manager of the Charlotte Shippers 
and Manufacturers’ Assn., and J. T. Hiers, general 
agent of the Wilmington Port Commission. 
Representative J. Bayard Clark has introduced a bill 
in Congress amending the act creating the Inland 
Waterways Corp. so as to provide that the Secretary of 
War, through the corporation may put on a barge 
service on the Cape Fear River.

“The question of saving, how- 
ever,” continued Mr. David, “is 
also governed to a certain extent 
by the volume of business in a 
given locality. It might not be a 
profitable arrangement if the turn- 
over were very slow and the goods 
remained in the warehouse for a 
long period of time. For that rea- 
son, ordinarily we do not store 
goods in a city unless we have a 
sufficient volume of business to 
justify the use of at least one car- 
load during the season. 

“We ask each warehouse to send 
us a report of each shipment as 
it is made. For that purpose we 
send orders in duplicate to the 
warehouse when ordering mer- 
chandise shipped. The warehouse 
returns the duplicate of the order 
to us with the bill of lading, or 
other shipping notice attached, in- 
dicating the date of shipment. 

“At the end of each month, the 
warehouse also sends us an item- 
ized report showing the quantity 
of goods on hand the first of the 
month; merchandise received; 
shipments made and the balance 
on hand at the end of the month. 
We supply monthly inventory re- 
port forms to the warehouse if de- 
sired, or we allow the warehouse to 
use its own forms if it prefers. At

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HE 47th annual convention of the American 
Warehousemen’s Association, held Feb. 2 to 5 at 
the Hotel William Penn, Pittsburgh, was featured 

by a fine attendance and a well-balanced program. 
Warren T. Justice presided in place of the general 
president, L. B. Kilbourne, who found it unwise to 
attend because of ill-health. Mr. Kilbourne last Fall 
suffered a relapse from a serious illness a year and a 
half ago and while he has improved and is gradually 
on the mend, it was deemed unwise for him to over- 
exert himself at this state of his recovery. 

Other features of the convention included a talk by 
Col. F. H. Harkrader, traffic director of the American 
Tobacco Co., New York City. Mr. Harkrader told the 
convention that public warehousing had been storing 
American Tobacco products for the past 10 yrs. and 
that the company had spent $150,000,000 for storage. 
Not a single dollar’s worth of goods had been lost, a 
fine testimonial to the fidelity and responsibility of 
public warehousing. Before using public warehouses, 
the company had embarked in private storage at St. 
Louis to find that it cost about $100,000 a year. Public 
storage at the same point now costs only $15,000 with 
probably more goods carried but with not one dollar 
of capital investment. Mr. Harkrader also pointed out 
that it is the American Tobacco policy to look over and 
contact new warehouses before their selection, but once 
the selection is made to stay with it. He also pointed 
out that the rail problem today is ene of carloads, not 
less-carload. The carload rate should be to the basing 
point with distribution from that point. 

No action was taken to set a date and city for next 
year’s convention, this being deferred until the A.W.A. 
and the N.F.W.A. directors can jointly work on a plan 
which will bring their respective conventions to the 
same city and a week apart. Inasmuch as a good 
portion of the N.F.W.A. membership is affiliated with 
the A.W.A., the plan for joint conventions at the same 
point will be greatly appreciated by those who wish 
to attend both. 

The merchandise group went on record in favor of 
having its code committee work on a code of ethics. 
This work was stopped just after the N.R.A. codes of 
fair competition came into existence. The same men 
who were on that committee are retained. These are 
E. G. Mooney, W. T. Justice, C. P. Johnston, W. A. 
Morse, F. M. Cole, L. C. Porter, J. F. Duffy, and W. E. 
Fessenden. 

Resolutions were passed by the merchandise division 
to continue to exert its influence in Georgia, South 
Carolina, Kentucky and New Hampshire for the pas- 
sage of bills enacting the uniform warehouse receipts 
act and to oppose the so-called train limit bill which 
seeks under the guise of a safety measure to limit 
trains to a length of 70 cars. Word was received by the 
convention that the National Furniture Warehouse- 
men’s Assn. at its Santa Barbara convention also went 
on record as opposed to this train-length bill. 

D. H. Van Name, New York City, for the past 
7 yrs. general treasurer, was elected general president. 
W. A. Morse, Minneapolis, is now general treasurer. 
G. F. Nieman, Pittsburgh, last year’s president of the 
cold storage division, is the new general vice-president. 
G. K. Weatherred, Dallas, was re-elected president of 
the merchandise division and Albert B. Drake, Newark, 
N. J., a vice-president. R. M. King was retained as 
treasurer. The Association of Refrigerated Ware- 
houses elected C. Goodfellow, Fort Worth, Texas, presi- 

dent. R. M. Hagen, Los Angeles, was re-elected vice- 
president. L. M. Ashenbrenner was elected treasurer. 

The cold storage group passed a resolution to defer 
consideration for the present on the questions of em- 
ploying someone outside the industry as an executive 
vice-president or the employment of paid secretaries 
by the chapters. This work is to be delegated for the 
present to the executive secretary of the National.

N his report as presiding officer in place of general 

president Kilbourne, W. T. Justice at the opening 
of the convention gave a brief resume of the program 
ahead and the importance of the discussions that were 
planned. 

Wilson V. Little, Chicago, general secretary, in his 
review of the year’s activities, drew attention to the 
fact that the last convention held in Pittsburgh was in 
1912, just 25 yrs. ago. There were five or six in the 
audience who had attended that earlier convention. At 
that time the membership totaled 168. Now it is 696 

G. F. Nieman, Pittsburgh, chairman of the committe 
on arrangements for the convention, and also report- 
ing as president of the cold storage group and its activ- 
ities, called attention to the fact that he A.W.A. is 
now considered one of the foremost trade associations 
in the country. Regarding the activities of the As 
ciation of Refrigerated Warehouses during the pa 
year, Mr. Nieman mentioned that that group was still 
working on a plan for industry betterment and that 
much had been accomplished in the formation of chap 
ters throughout the country. 

G. K. Weatherred, Dallas, president of the Merchan- 
dise Division, touched on legislative matters at Wash 
ington and labor conditions at home. 

Clem D. Johnston, Roanoke, Va., vice-president of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the United States and 
also a member of the executive committee of the Mer- 
chandise Division, gave a very inspiring illustrated 
address entitled, “Telling the Story of American Busi- 
ness.” In his address he appealed to the thinking of the

The illustrations shown on the films are 
factual in character and are designed to give a true 
account of present conditions and those that might 
prevail were business unshackled from all of the regu- 
lations, taxes and other depressing conditions that now 
beset it. These films are excellent material for local 
organizations to use at their mectings and can be 
secured without charge whenever desired.

On Thursday, Feb. 3rd, the second day of the con- 
vention, G. K. Weatherred opened the meeting with a 
report of the executive committee, in which he cited 
Messrs. Milbauer and Drake for their work in secur- 
ing new members in Districts Nos. 2 and 5, at the Port 
of New York. He also mentioned that the financial 
condition of the association was excellent and that 
the association had operated practically within its 
income and is in as favorable cash position as at any 
time during recent years. 

S. M. Haslett, San Francisco, chairman of the com- 
mittee on law and legislation, gave a very full report 
on 1937 legislation and decisions. He was assisted in 
the compilation of this information by Wilson V. Little. 
The report covered the Uniform Warehouse Receipts 
Act, the Social Security Act, the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act and other legislation of national character. 
It also touched on a number of important court actions 
in the various states bearing on such matters as stor- 
age, motor vehicle equipment, bonding, receipts, etc. 

In reporting for the special committee appointed to 
negotiate with the Federal Trade Commission regard- 
ing the establishment of certain fair trade practices, 
Clem D. Johnston, chairman, stated that the negotia- 
tions were brought to an abrupt end when an attorney 
for the commission ruled that merchandise warehousing 
was primarily a local service and not in interstate 
commerce to such an extent as to be under the effec- 
tive jurisdiction of the F.T.C. 

On Mr. Johnston’s committee were D. L. Tilly, E. W. 
Ford, Sidney A. Smith and G. K. Weatherred. The 
following resolution, in part, had been put before the 
commission for negotiation: 

“A. Ethics. Prohibition against misrepresentation 
of services or facilities, defaming of competitors or 
subsidizing customers or those representing them. 

“B. Every merchandise warehouseman to publish 
and file with the commission a tariff containing rates 
and conditions as to each service performed by him, 
such rates and conditions to be applicable to all cus- 
tomers, not to be changed except upon 30 days’ notice 
and the warehouseman and his customer to be equally 
liable for the violation of the terms of such tariffs, 
such violation being subject to appropriate penalties.” 

The idea underlying the original proposal, stated 
Mr. Johnston, was that were such trade practices given 
official sanction, the warehousing trade would be im- 
plemented to rid itself of harmful practices without 
the necessity of new legislation and with the further 
thought that so long as harmful practices exist there 
is always the possibility that warehousing as a near- 
public utility will be made the subject of regulation 
and legislation designed by those without the ware- 
house field and who are unacquainted with the prob- 
lems of merchandise warehousing. 

The committee was aided by the work done along 
this very line by the former N.R.A. Code Authority, 
and it was not a surprise to the members to find full 
agreement on basic principles by the F.T.C. repre- 
sentatives. The latter, however, expressed doubt as to 
their power under the then existing laws to require the 
filing of tariffs by all warehousemen. 

The committee, despite the local service ruling by 
the Federal Trade attorney and the fact that it was 
not a formal one, feels that the ruling is at variance 
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with the definition of Interstate Commerce currently 
in use by the Administration. 

Thursday afternoon’s session was featured by a 
report on bonded warehouses by Jay Weil, New Or- 
leans. In his absence, D. L. Tilly read the report 
which indicated among many things that during the 
year there has been no change in the attitude of col- 
lectors of customs in the licensing of additional Clas. 2 
space. That means, then, that a collector rarely, if 
ever, recommends against the establishment of new 
Class 2 bonded warehouses, no matter how much Class 
2 and Class 3 space is already in existence and no 
matter what the requirements of the commerce of 
the region might be. 

“In arguing this question at Washington,” sta‘ed 
Mr. Weil, “our counsel pointed out that if the licensing 
of Class 2 space continued unrestricted, Class 3 ware- 
housemen would find less and less need for thoir 
Class 3 space and would, therefore, convert it to 1 ¢- 
ular merchandise warehousing purposes. In ot)er 
words, many Class 3 warehousemen would eventu 
decrease and even discontinue entirely their customs 
bonded operations. If this were to occur, the Gov 
ment might get into a position where there would 
be a sufficient amount of Class 3 space for its cust: 
bonded needs.” 

Mr. Weil then showed a concrete case where 1 
under such a policy, the government has no lon 
available the full bonded space that might otherw 
be at its disposal. This is at Mr. Weil’s warehouse 
New Orleans. Fifteen years ago the company d 
cated and used approximately 100,000 sq. ft. for 
customs bonded business. The commerce of that 
tion has grown and additional Class 3 warehou 
operated by regular public warehousemen have bevn 
licensed. The total amount of space, however, actua 
dedicated to customs bonded storage at New Orleans 
has shrunk by about 50 per cent during the 15 
period and this less space is no longer available to 
government for its custom bonded needs. 

Mr. Weil also drew attention to the Bureau of C 
toms circular letter No. 1797 of recent date in wh 
it sets forth new specifications in connection with t 
erection of partitions in customs bonded warehous 
This requirement will be expensive and is not practical 
because such partitions will have to be changed from 
time to time. The committee will make strong repre- 
sentations to the bureau, but does not entertain much 
hope of success in having the regulations altered or 
withdrawn. 

“What’s Happening in Costs and Rates” was tlie 
topic of S. G. Spear, Boston, chairman of the cor 
mittee on cost accounting and rating procedure. Mr. 
Spear covered in his speech three main topics, namely, 
employment relations, new tariffs recently published, 
and the reimbursement due to rising costs of non 
tariff-publishing warehousemen. 

Labor adjustments last year showed wage increas¢ 
of from 25 to 50 per cent. Such increases made 1937 
a very difficult period from one that started out to b: 
a good one. The last 2 mos. of 1937 wiped out the 
extra profit that was expected. 

However, the industry was in an excellent condition 
to meet the crisis, due mainly to an abundance of cost 
work and tariff studies. Massachusetts, for instance, 
met and decided to increase as soon as practicabl 
storage rates 1 class and handling rates 3 classe 
based on the Carruth tariff. New York took simila 
action. Other state associations took similar action 
based on their particular tariff. In Massachusetts, on 
most accounts, storage on goods in warehouses was 
increased on 30 days’ notice from the next storage 
date. However, with the most prompt action ther 
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was a heavy log. Some warehouses are still delivering 
goods with 68-cent labor which was taken in with 45

cent labor and the handling rates for which were based 
mn the lower rate. 

Mr. Spear also stated that he had found that the 
members are thinking very generally in terms of a 
base rate of approximately 3 cents a 100 lbs. for 
weight rating or 1 cent a cu.ft. for volume rating for 
storage and 6 cents a 100 lbs., or 2 cents a cu.ft. for 
handling. The highest storage rate mentioned is.3.3 

nts for 100 Ibs. basic, and the lowest handling rate 
5.3 cents per 100 Ibs. 

In the discussions after Mr. Spear’s address, it was 
brought out that in the larger cities there had been a 
50 per cent increase in payrolls. Longshoremen are 
getting $1.05 minimum per hour as against 40 to 45 
cents formerly. The general average for the country 

44.75 cents per hour, or from 20 to 75 cents. The 
iverage work day is 8.31 hrs. and the work week is 
17.35 hrs. As far as is known, none of the warehouses 
have C.I.0O. affiliations. There are agreements with 
the A. F. of L. 

It was also brought out that at the present time 
nder union conditions, it is impossible to employ col- 
lege men during their summer vacations. It was also 
stated that office help unionization is slowly getting 
nder way. This has already happened in Pittsburgh, 
Cincinnati, New York and Chicago. 

The last speaker at the Thursday session was W. E. 
Hlegeman, New York, chairman of the committee on 
banking relations. His topic was “Our Relations with 
the Bankers.” Mr. Hegeman pointed out that during 
1937, Federal Reserve Banks reported outstanding 
bankers’ acceptances amounting to approximately 
$342,000,000 each month. Of this amount 20 per cent, 
or $84,000,000 each month was in domestic warehouse 
credits. 











Although the foregoing amounts are substantial, 
they by no means represent the total amount of credits 
granted to business and industry by banks and othe: 
financial interests on warehouse receipts. No accurat: 
figures are available to show the position of all banks 
in the matter of business loans, or the percentage of 
business loans that have been made against raw mate 
rials or finished products stored in public warehouses 
and covered by warehouse receipts as collateral. There 
is no doubt that the total amount runs into billions 
of dollars. 

“With probably at least 20 per cent of all loans to 
business and industry based upon the assets repre- 
sented in raw materials and finished products of all 
kinds that to be acceptable as collateral must be 
covered by warehouse receipts,’ said Mr.. Hegeman, 
“it follows that the relation of our industry to banking 
is of prime importance not only to us but to banking 
as well.” 

Some 1700 copies of the associaticn’s booklet “Ware 
house Receipts As Collateral” have been distributed 
during the past year to banks and bankers, teachers 
and students, business men and various research 
agencies. 

Mr. Hegeman took issue with H. S. Yohe of the 
U. S. Dept. of Agriculture, who in a pamphlet entitled 
“Field Warehouse Receipts, Collateral or no Collateral” 
had bitterly attacked the operation of field warehouses 
by public warehousemen. Mr. Yohe’s article en- 
deavored to point out that independent custodianship 
of the goods stored would be lost through the practice 
of using the ex-employees of the storer and attempted 
to prove the general excellence of the warehousing 
operations conducted by the administrator of the U. S 
Warehouse Act. 
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As Mr. Hegeman pointed out, the article entirely 
overlooked the fact that the operation of field ware- 
houses under the U. S. Warehouse Act does not require 
that these field warehouses be operated by a bona fide 
public warehouseman, but merely prescribes that their 
field warehouses be operated by any person lawfully 
engaged in the business of operating a field warehouse. 

Under the U. S. Warehouse Act, independent cus- 
todianship is secured through an employed custodian 
and not through the operator of the warehouse who 
need not be, and who in practically no case, is a public 
warehouseman, but simply the operator of a field ware- 
house. In the operations of field warehouses by a bona 
fide public warehouseman, however, the independent 
custodian, the baille for hire, is the bona fide public 
warehouseman himself, and the custodianship or pos- 
session of the pledged goods is in no wise affected by 
the fact that the storekeeper or agent of the ware- 
houseman be an ex-employee of the storer. 

While a large part of Mr. Yohe’s pamphlet was de- 
voted to the attack on the operations of field ware- 
houses by public warehousemien, a considerable part 
was devoted to an attack on the warehouse receipts 
issued by public warehousemen. 

The article stated about as follows:—“A warehouse 
receipt that conveys no information as to the quantity, 
quality, grade or condition of the goods, or that fails 
to state what the product actually is, does not inform 
the lender of points that are essential to making a 
sound and fair loan. That warehouse recipts that 
recite that the warehousemen had received a certain 
number of cases, or bales or packages, said to be or 
to contain canned tomatoes or wool or fancy cigar 
leaf tobacco, gave neither the storer nor the lender an 
index as to the value of the goods represented by the 
warehouse receipt and that the warehouse receipt 
which merely acknowledged that the warehouseman 
had received a certain number of cases, or bales or 
packages, and then recited ‘contents unknown,’ were 
not only of no value but a clear attempt on the part 
of the warehouseman to escape all liability so far as 
the commodity or goods were concerned.” 

Mr. Hegeman stated that Mr. Yohe’s attack had not 
made any particular impression on bankers who are 
familiar with the warehouse receipt as a credit in- 
strument. The pamphlet defeated its own purpose by 
the bitterness and lack of logic. 

Mr. Hegeman recommended that the association ap- 
point a committee on banking relations which would 
be made up of nine members, each to be a chairman 
of sub-committees for each Federal Reserve District 
of from three to five members. This committee’s work 
would be similar to those created for the same pur- 
pose in 1932 and 1933. 

Friday’s sessions were featured by a discussion of 
warehousing practices at ocean and gulf ports. E. V. 
Sullivan, Philadelphia, chairman of this committee. 
was absent because of illness. E. V. Little and Lane 
Cricher, the association’s legal representatives at Wash- 
ington, D. C., carried on the discussion. Mr. Little 
pointed out that two decisions have laid down the 
principle that whenever a carrier offers services to 
the public it must make compensatory charges. Mr. 
Cricher stated that the two cases covering rail and 
waterway storage will not be decided by the Supreme 
Court much before next Fall. He also pointed out that 
there is hope for inland waterway regulation but that 
there is no hope for publicly owned terminal regula- 
tion. 

W. A. Morse, Minneapolis, chairman of the general 
traffic committee, gave a most thorough report on 
warehousing practices of carriers at distribution cen- 
ters. His report covered the matter of encroachment 
of the Railway Express Agency in the warehouse and 
distribution activities in Denver and other points. He 
also covered among many things the question of ware- 
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housing practices of motor carriers and the switching 
allowances granted by the rails. Mr. Morse pointed 
out the railroads plea for a 15 per cent increase should 
be explained to the Interstate Commerce Commission 
by the warehousemen as just another load to make 
the warehouse business unstable. He explained that 
the struggle between the rails and motor freight for 
the l.c.l. tonnage of the country has placed the ware- 
houses in a very uncomfortable position, because their 
business is based on the differential between the car. 
load and l.c.l. rates. 

The Motor Carrier Act, 1935, with Respect to Ware- 
house Companies as Shippers, Brokers, Terminal Agen- 
cies, and Common and Contract Carriers was the 
subject of the paper given by Jack Garrett Scott, 
Washington, chief attorney of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, Bureau of Motor Carriers. This was one 
of the most important papers given at the convention, 
particularly because practically every warehouseman 
has dealings with motor carriers in some way or othe) 
or is in the motor freight business. Mr. Scott’s ad- 
dress told how to avoid difficulties involving possible 
infraction of the motor carrier law, explained under 
what conditions a warehouseman must be classified as 
a broker or agent, etc. Mr. Scott’s paper will be given 
in full in the April issue of DandW. 

The subject of Department of Commerce Bureau of 
Census merchandise warehouse occupancy figures cre- 
ated much discussion, particularly because of the 
criticism that the data was inaccurate. A new com- 
plexion was given to the discussion when it was brought 
out that the figures represented the experiences col- 
lected from about 45 per cent of the members of the 
A.W.A. Final action on the question of giving up this 
service was a motion adopted in favor of continuing 
the figures, but urging greater and more accurate | 
ticipation by all warehouses. 

The social features of the meeting will long remain 
in the minds of those attending and participating in 
them. The evening affairs—Presidents’ Reception and 
Ball on Wednesday night, the 47th Annual Dinner 
held the next night, and Pittsburgh Night, a dinner 
and floorshow held Friday, were each most enjoyable. 
James F. Keenan, a past A.W.A. president, was toast- 
master at the annual dinner and between his laugh- 
provoking stories and those of Harold G. Hoffman, 
former Governor of New Jersey, the evening was well 
spent.

In his opening address as president of the group, 
G. F. Nieman, who is president of the Union Cold 
Storage Co., Pittsburgh, stated: 

“Personally, I believe the important question before 
this country is not who is to blame for the business 
recession or what caused it, but who is going to be 
responsible for a return to good business. 

“In the case of our own industry, it would appear 
from reports received that a large majority of the cold 
storage establishments of this country experienced an 
increase in operating costs last year, resulting chiefly 
from the payment of higher wages, increased taxes, 
greater power costs in some cases, and higher prices for 
materials and equipment. It appears also that quite 
some progress was made by labor organizations in 
unionizing warehouse and engine room forces, particu- 
larly in the North Atlantic, Great Lakes, Missouri Val- 
ley and Pacific territories. 

Fortunately, however, storage stocks and particularly 
the holdings of freezer commodities were greater than 
in the previous year, and this, coupled with an increase 
in rates on the major commodities made 1937 a fairly 
profitable year for many refrigerated warehousing 
establishments. Some members, however, informed us 
that they did not have a profitable year, because of 
increased costs and greatly reduced tonnage in the last 
quarter of 1937.” 

Mr. Nieman then listed the conditions that were 
claimed to have retarded progress in the cold storage 
industry last year, among which were labor contro- 
versies, increased wages, reduced working hours sched- 
ules, higher taxes, rate cutting on some commodities, 

lack of standardization in the industry, unsound rate 
tariffs, railroad rules and regulations which hampered 
free storage-in-transit movement of perishables, lack 
of cooler tonnage, scarcity of hogs in producing areas, 
overproduction of certain crops creating a lack of in- 
centive to store, installation of private refrigerated 
rooms by orchardists and farmer groups also by some 
dealers in consuming markets, spring freeze in Cali- 





fornia on citrus fruits, poor egg year, operation of 
municipal warehouses and the operations of govern- 
ment-financed co-operatives. 

Mr. Nieman then related what the industry might 
do to improve its position as follows: 

Increase all rates to the point necessary to cover 
present-day costs, publish such rates and adhere strict- 
ly to the printed schedules; discontinue the practice of 
granting carload rates on all business of storers whose 
chief storage consists of small lots; engage in a cam- 
paign to properly publicize frozen and quick-frozen 
foods, continue to impress the public that cold storage 
foods are not inferior in quality to fresh, and promote 
research to produce new products for cold storage; 
maintain a sound policy in the matter of financing 
stored products; make an effort to remove State tax 
burdens on merchandise holdings; discourage, as far as 
possible, the erection of additional cold storage facili- 
ties and space—not only public, but private installa- 
tions as well; set up a code of fair trade practices and 
endeavor to have members comply therewith; help to 
keep markets on a supply and demand basis and dis- 
courage the government from jumping in and pegging 
prices. 

“To get the best results,” continued Mr. Nieman, “we 
should start at the bottom and work up, rather than 
begin at the top and work down. By that, I mean 
that the setting up and proper functioning of local 
units in each city having more than one warehouse, and 
the proper functioning of our chapters will perhaps be 
necessary before the national association, as such, can 
bring about the stability we need and effectively serve 
its membership and the industry along other suggested 
lines.” 


W. M. O’Keefe, executive secretary, in his report 
only referred to the subjects covered, preferring that 
the members secure copies of his report for later read- 
ing. His report, among many things, covered publicity, 
refrigerator locker plants, new warehouse construction, 
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traffic and transportation, the motor carrier act, state 
laws and state legislative proposals, cold storage in 
foreign countries, and electrical energy tax claims. 

C. Goodfellow, president, Texas Ice & Refrigerating 
Co., Fort Worth, Tex., elected as president of the asso- 
ciation for 1938, in his report as treasurer of the group 
last year, indicated that the association was in good 
financial condition. 

The resolutions committee was then appointed and 
consisted of: N. A. Emmertz, Chicago, chairman; H. 
E. Herschman, So. St. Joseph, Mo.; and W. J. Rushton, 
Birmingham, Ala. 

Following this came the reports of the various stand- 
ing committees. J. F. Meagher, Baltimore, chairman 
of the membership committee, suggested that each 
chapter work for new members in cooperation with the 
general committee. J. E. Davis, Pittsburgh, chairman 
of the warehouse loan committee, stated that the con- 
sensus of opinion is that warehouses should stay out 
of the loan picture completely. Why not make the 
profit on what is sold, namely, storage space? As a 
result of a census made last Spring in connection with 
interest rates and loan service charges, the following 
information was collected:

lifty-five warehouses located in various sections of the 
country have reported that they make no loans to customers 


on goods stored. 


Mr. Davis closed his report by saying, “Why can’t we 
establish in all sections a uniform interest and loan 
service rate, as after all, we certainly are entitled to a 
fair compensation? It is a well known fact money has 
been comparatively easy to obtain, but whether that 
condition will continue to exist remains to be seen and 
an effort should be made to prepare for the future.” 


C. C. Trask, San Francisco, chairman of the plant 
operations committee, indicated that the present intensi- 
fied demand for low temperature freezing makes it 
necessary for the warehouses to report completely 
everything that has been done. Someone must combine 


a record of goods received, a part to be frozen, with 
operations of compressors, and from that information 
determine a fair allocation of costs. It should be ob- 
vious that the engineer in charge of cold storage ware- 
house machinery must know far more than the 
mechanics of operating and maintaining refrigerating 
apparatus. 

Mr. Trask read a letter from a warehouseman in 
which it was shown that operating costs had been 
reduced through the use of 4-wheeled trucks. DandW 
is planning to run a full story on this in a future issue. 


H. C. Lewis, New York, chairman of the cost account- 
ing committee, was absent. His paper was read by Mr. 
O’Keefe and in it he outlined an accounting procedure 
to be used for the establishment of storage rates for 
any given commodity. This did not take into considera- 
tion the cost of freezing, for which he suggested an 
additional charge. He stated that in New York, the 
freezing charge for such commodities as cream, fruits 
and vegetables, and meats received fresh is 5 cents 
per 100 lbs. He believed that such a charge, based on 
actual costs, should be from 8 to 10 cents. Mr. Lewis 
also outlined a procedure for figuring labor charges. 
He did not figure it logical to assess against the bare 
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price of labor, an overhead made up of depreciation on 
assets such as hand trucks, elevators or other distinctly 
warehouse operating apparatus, interest on the invest- 
ment in such equipment, general expenses, etc. These 
are warehouse items and as such should be covered 
in the charge for storage. Mr. Lewis showed a tabu- 
lated comparison of storage and labor rates with costs 
at New York, Jersey City and Newark. 

H. W. Wilson, Bethlehem, Pa., as chairman of the 
legislation committee, reported on the various bills 
passed and pending before Congress and the action 
that had been taken in the interests of the cold storage 
industry. He stated that during 1937 approximately 
750 bills were before the Congress, and of these, about 
250 became law. A number of proposed acts and re- 
ports pertaining to them, a total of 37 bills containing 
707 pages, were referred to the committee and of these, 
only two, as written, pertained directly to the cold 
storage industry, and a few indirectly. 


Gardner Poole, Boston, chairman of the research 
committee, predicted that 150,000,000 lbs. of new frozen 
food products would be on the market during 1938. 
This compares with 85,000,000 in 1937 and about half 
that amount in 1936. He also pointed out that the 
vitamins in spinach and other vegetables could be lost 
in 2 days through heat when shipped over the road 
from New York to Boston, but would be retained in a 
6-day trip across the continent when the vegetables 
were properly cooled. 

Mr. Poole also pointed out that the scientific ad- 
vancement and progress of the food industries has 
been greatly aided by recent developments in the basic 
sciences such as biology, chemistry, physics, economics 
and engineering. “Few persons,” he stated, “have an 
adequate conception of the vast amount of scientific 
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and technical information available in Washington, not 
only from government sources but also from the many 
scientific organizations and trade associations main- 
taining headquarters there. There are over 85 labora- 
tories in the vicinity of Washington working ‘losely 
with many laboratories and experimental stations 
throughout the country. Many of the larger industria] 
concerns whose research programs place them in the 
forefront of competition find it essential to keep posted 
on pertinent technical information emanating from 
these sources.” 

E. M. Funk, professor at the University of Missouri, 
College of Agriculture, Columbia, Mo., gave an in- 
teresting talk with illustrated charts on the washing 
of dirty eggs and the losses sustained through such 
washing. He told of his experiments and findings and 
how by washing in a solution of sodium hydroxide the 
bacterial count has been reduced to compare with clear 
eggs that had not been washed and that evaporation 
on eggs washed in this solution was not greater than 
that in fresh eggs. Much of the loss in storage eggs, 
he claimed, could be traced to washing in water before 
going into storage. 

The report of the executive committee 
R. M. Hagen, Los Angeles, was read Friday morning 
in his absence by Mr. O’Keefe. In this report, Mr. 
Hagen covered the plans of the association for carry- 
ing out a constructive industry betterment program 
Two suggestions of either employing secretaries for 
each chapter or employing a man from outside the in 
dustry to serve as an executive vice-president of the 
association were laid aside to be considered by the 
executive committee in the future for adoption. The 
work of creating greater chapter activity, the holding 
of local and regional meetings at regular intervals, the

issued by Milo W. Bekins, re-elected president of 
the National Furniture Warehousemen’s Assn. at its 
18th annual convention held at Santa Barbara, Cal., 
Jan. 23 to 28, followed by the usual annual meeting 
of the Allied Van Lines, Inc., at which J. L. Wilkin- 
son, was re-elected president. 

The plan provides for the creation of new storage 
by an aggressive 3-yr. selling and advertising cam- 
paign to secure additional storage revenues. In pre- 
senting his plan Mr. Bekins, stated: “I have heard 
in the past, many of you arguing that advertising 
will not create any new storage. I have felt, and still 
believe, that this is an error. There are enough 
household goods now in the basements of hotels and 
apartment houses, in attics, basements of homes, and 
in garages, to fill most of our vacant space today. 


“Cooperative storage campaigns can and will bring 
a large amount of this storage out of hiding. These 
campaigns must be education in nature and eliminate 
any reference to names of individual operators. In 
order to be a success, the entire industry should con- 
tribute on an equitable basis and the campaign be 
carried out, not for 1 yr., but for at least 3 yrs.” 
This important problem was placed in the hands of 
the new directors for the ensuing year. 

Further emphasizing the importance of storage 
revenues, admittedly somewhat side-tracked by the 
many side-lines, was brought out when it was found 
that arbitrary “set-off” storage rates in connection 
with the long distance hauling had been published by 
certain tariff bureaus which were insufficient to cover 
the cost of labor. Mr. Bekins, in urging that ware- 
housemen should have a voice in the matter of setting 
tariff rates on storage, stated: “If we, as warehouse- 
men, allow ourselves to be dictated to by transporta- 
tion lines, we will become agents only of these lines, and 
our warehouse business will become secondary. Gen- 
tlemen, this is a serious situation and we should get 
on our feet and exert ourselves; we cannot let the 
transportation business govern our warehouses.” 

The new board of directors authorized the employ- 
ment of a new secretary-manager, in addition to the 
present executive secretary and office personnel in 
Chicago, upon the recommendation of the president. 
which read as follows: “I believe that this organiza- 
tion has the responsibility of educating every storage 
warehouse handling household goods in these United 
States, either directly through our national associa- 
tion, or through our state or local association. I have 
advocated that our association should employ the ser- 
vices of a secretary-manager who will devote all of 
his time and energy to the growth and betterment of 
the association’s activities and membership.” 

Gus K. Weatherred, president of the American 
Warehousemen’s Assn., brought greetings from the 
A. W. A., with advices that 109 firms held member- 
ship in both the N. F. W. A. and the A. W. A., and 
urged consideration of a°common convention meeting 
place each year.

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N. F. W. A. membership, that 3 firms went out of 
business, 8 were suspended, and 21 resignations were 
received, or a total of 32 deductions, which were off- 
set by 33 new memberships approved during the year, 
and 6 firms reinstated, or 39 additions, leaving a net 
gain of 7 members during the year. 

At a meeting of the board of directors at Santa 
Barbara just prior to convening the annual meeting, 
25 new members were approved. 

Reports were read and filed by each of the vice- 
presidents and regional directors, which were in 
brief: 

First, from James E. Mulligan for the eastern di- 
vision: storage, average occupancy for 1937--New 
England states 80 per cent, upper New York 55 per 
cent to 65 per cent, New York City 55 per cent to 
65 per cent, New Jersey 50 to 60 per cent, with the 
non-fireproof selling more readily than fireproof; 
Philadelphia 50 to 60 per cent, Delaware 75 per cent, 
due to local conditions; Baltimore 55 to 60 per cent. 
Local moving, New England 25 per cent increase, 
upper New York state 10 per cent increase, New York 
City a little increase, New Jersey very limited in- 
crease, Philadelphia fair volume, Delaware a very 
definite increase, Baltimore no increase. Long dis- 
tance moving: New England states, 40 per cent in- 
crease, upper New York state considerable increase, 
New York City considerable increase, with the larger 
portion of the long distance moves being made to the 
Pacific Coast; New Jersey an increase, Philadelphia 
substantial increase, Delaware and Baltimore _re-

Tom Jackson, vice-president and regional 
for the central division reported that business volum¢ 
had declined considerably about the middle of Septem- 
ber, 1937, and has been very quiet since. Storage 
volume early part of the year best for several years. 
Local moving rates better; competition not so keen. 
Long distance moving showed gain during early part 
of the year, but light past 3 mos. Packing recovered 
considerably last 2 yrs., especially on small lots.

tor for the southern division, reported business had 
held up better throughout the year in the South than 
in most states, judging from reports for 1937 from 
other sections. However, there was a noticeable drop 
in certain southern states during November and 
December, attributed by some to drop in _ cotton 
prices. 

Frank A. Payne, vice-president and regional direc- 
tor for the western division, reported for 1937: stor- 
age increase from 8 per cent to 20 per cent over 
1936, with only one exception in State of Washington, 
due to local conditions. Local moving, increase from 
11 per cent to 29 per cent without exception. Long 
distance moving, increases reported from 22 per cent 
to 100 per cent, with decreases reported in only three

Hurwitz, vice-president and regional direc- 
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instances. Packing, volume increased from 25 per 
cent to 63 per cent. The outlook for 1938 in the west- 
ern division varies considerably. In the State of Calif- 
fornia, on July 1, 1936, the California Railroad Com- 
mission placed 14,000 small moving operators under 
its jurisdiction, and applied rules, regulations and 
minimum rates, which are well established and work- 
ing to the good of all concerned. 

Termed “the best report of the convention” was 
that of Marion W. Niedringhaus, of St. Louis, chair- 
man of the finance committee, whose report was 
“Your finances are in excellent condition” (an audited 
report being filed by the treasurer, previously.) 

A. V. Cresto, of Kansas City, chairman of the laws 
and legislation committee, submitted detailed report 
of committee activities on the four following subjects: 


1—Weight basis tariff. 
2—Wages and hours bill before Congress. 
8—Dock rental charge before the I.C.C. 
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4—Backing up Commissioner Snow in his recom- 
mendation on maximum hours when attacked by labor 
unions and other organizations. 

The resolutions committee was instructed to pre- 
pare a proper resolution to the Federal Government at 
Washington, that while the N. F. W. A. endorsed the 
aims of the Social Security Act, it recommended appli- 
cation on a “pay as you go” basis, and urged thai the 
payroll tax remain the same for the next 10 yrs., or 
until change is found necessary. 

A second resolution was adopted to expend some 
$500 to bring down to date the Assn’s. legal booklet, 
upon the subject of laws and litigations pertaining 
to this industry. 

“Does Sales Promotion Pay?” was the subject of 
discussion led by chairman Frank A. Payne, of the 
sales promotion committee. In leading the discussion, 
Mr. Payne said:

L. WILKINSON, president AVL, in the opening 
J. peech of the business session, related his experi- 
ences on a recent trip made with Milo W. Bekins. He 
outlined the past history of Allied Van Lines, stating 
that the number of miles covered by its vans increased 
from 700,000 in 1934 to more than 3,000,000 in the past 
year. 

AVL employs 100 people in its 24 offices. He compli- 
mented the various executive committees of N.F.W.A. 
for the cooperation extended AVL in the past, and 
stated he recently appeared in Washington in an effort 
to relieve the excessive burden of taxes on the industry. 

Walter Sweeting vice-president of the eastern divi- 
sion ef AVL, stated in a report that services had 
greatly improved in the eastern section. He also 
pointed out that equipment was in good condition and 
being improved constantly. Agencies which had joined 
or left AVL during 1937 were mentioned. 

W. R. Thomas vice-president of the central division, 
reported that one-third or more of the total AVL rev- 
enue for 1937 was registered by his division. 

Owing to the absence of E. T. Chadwell, vice-presi- 
dent of the southeastern division, the report of that 
division was read by Wilson Collin. Mr. Collin pointed 
out that better crews and vans, and smoother service 
were evidenced in the southeastern region. He also 
stated that the AVL needed a field representative to 
build up agency membership. 

S. J. Beauchamp, vice-president, in his report for 
the southwestern division, stated that a 30 per cent 
increase was shown in volume over 1936 in his terri- 
tory. He emphasized the need of a field service, which 
had been promised by AVL to his area in 1938. 

R. V. Weicker, in his report for the Rocky Mountain 
division, stated that volume increased three times over 
1936, 

Herbert Holt, west coast division, reported the full- 
est cooperation by the members in the western section. 
Increasing volume of loads was evidenced, both eastern 
and western, although west-bound tonnage was in ratio 
of four to one over east-bound tonnage. Interchange 
of semi-trailers had proved very successful, and im- 
proved service resulted, stated Mr. Holt. Forty-one 


new agents were registered in 1937 on the coast, or a 
total of forty-nine AVL agents in this area.

committee report was read by Wilson Collin. In this 
report it was evidenced that the committee was endeav- 
oring to make a reduction of AVL insurance rates, 
emphasis being laid on the need of members acquaint- 
ing themselves with the facts in this direction. A gen- 
eral discussion of the various insurance problems fol- 
lowed Mr. Conklin’s report, after which the meeting 
adjourned. 

The Wednesday morning session was opened with a 
discussion on the instruction booklet, prepared and dis- 
tributed to AVL members. Some members thought the 
cost of the booklet was excessive. Mr. Collin, however, 
stated that such a publication was needed for the in- 
formation of drivers, etc. Upon motion of Mr. Beau- 
champ, duly seconded, the subject of the house organ 
was referred back for further study by the executive 
committee. 

The next subject discussed was standard trailer 
specifications. A comprehensive booklet was distributed 
at the meeting, in the hope that uniform regulations 
would be developed in the next six months covering in- 
terchange of semi-trailers. The session then closed. 

Thursday, W. D. Johns, field representative of AVL, 
made his report. He gave a complete report on activi- 
ties and projects for this year, and of his work calling 
on agents to promote new business and improved rela- 
tions; that more cooperation was needed between op- 
erators, and more telephone book advertising needed 
to tie up with national advertising. 

At this meeting the manual book of AVL was shown, 
and it was stated that it is proving of great help, edu- 
cating both agents and drivers. Mr. Johns recommended 
that uniforms and equipment be standardized, after 
which a general discussion of his report ensued. 

At the suggestion of Ben S. Hurwitz, motion.was 
made and carried to eliminate the phrase “Return 
Load System” from AVL advertising. It was believed 
that the phrase gave the idea of cheaper service. Mr. 
Hurwitz then read a paper advocating field men to edu- 
cate AVL members on need of closer cooperation. For 
the good of all AVL members selfish interests should be 
sacrificed, stated Mr. Hurwitz. 

Richard Eddy, of San Francisco, reported on AVL 
activities in the western states. Mr. Eddy discussed 
methods of weighing loads, and stated uniform methods 
of weighing were desirable. It was agreed that the 
cubic foot content basis of estimating loads was not 
desirable, and if possible the per hundredweight basis 
should be used. 

A roll-call of states was made to determine the views 
of members upon the suggestion of adopting the hun- 
dredweight basis of computing costs, which was unani- 
mously agreed upon by members of all states repre- 
sented. This vote was accepted by the committee as 
a recommendation of AVL, upon which the morning 
session closed. 

The afternoon session opened at 2.45 P. M. W. P. 
Theibault made report of the advertising committee, 
and discussed various types of advertising, including 
national advertising, promotional book, counter cards, 
local advertising, telephone book advertising, Neon sign 
advertising, etc.

The cost of this outfit is small in compari- 
son to the results that may be secured from its use. 

From now on it has been suggested that the drivers 
of the vans be called “servicemen.” Other forward 

teps taken included a plan suggested for the creation 
of a sales kit in which practically every question that 
a salesman might be confronted with by a customer 
would be answered. By having this information on 


hand there would be less chance of losing a sale, which 
sometimes happens when the salesman is forced to go 
back to te office for the missing data. 

Another forward suggestion at the convention was 
that of having the local trucks painted with the May- 
flower van colors and with its insignia, thus securing 
better advertising for this service. The use of miniature 
Mayflower trucks as paper weights was also sug- 
gested. 

Mayflower’s current membership is 341, as compared 
with 307 last year. 

E. C. Spargo, president of the Bridgeport Storage 
Warehouse Co., Bridgeport, Conn., was elected presi- 
dent, replacing A. H. Naish, who becomes a director.

He also pointed out that members along the Eastern

containers. 

The report of the executive secretary, E. H. Lamkin, 
showed that on the average a little over five states 
were claimed in the applications for certificates. H 
asked the members to be sure and get their applicatior 
made out and when in doubt have them either analyze 
by the association’s attorney at Washington or cal 
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upon the division office for help. In this regard it was 
pointed out that efforts to correct competitive evils 
through complaint would gain little unless tariff rates 
were filed. Mr. Lamkin emphasized the need for greater 
effort in selling storage and local moving but at the 
same time reminded the members to be sure to “deliver” 
what had been sold. 

Monday afternoon, Clem D. Johnston, Roanoke, Va., 
vice-president of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States and also a member of the executive com- 
mittee of the Merchandise of the American Warehouse- 
men’s Assn., gave the same illustrated lecture, entitled 
“Telling the Story of American Business,” that had 
been shown the previous week at the annual convention 
of the A.W.A., a brief summary of which appears on 
page 10, this issue. 

In the discussion following the report of the insur- 
ance committee given by Louis B. Bruman, New York,

it was indicated that the total cost for premiums was 
about $1,000,000 annually, and that much could be done 
to cut this cost down through collective work. 

G. C. Dintelmann, in his report as chairman of the 
railroad traffic committee, stated that the free pick-up 
services rendered by the railroads had been protested 
as being impractical, especially when such factors as 
weighing, prepaying, and the employment of unskilled 
labor were considered. Some of the railroads have 
dropped household goods from their tariffs, but do not 
want to drop pick-ups. In the East all but the Penn- 
sylvania R.R. have dropped the pick-up service. 

In the discussion that followed Mr. Dintelmann’s 
report, it was brought out that a better tie-up with 
the forwarders might divert much of the rail business 
to the over-the-road movement. It was also pointed 
out that the members should make certain to include 
on East-West shipments a copy of the packing list with 
all other documents and to also show whether the ship- 
ment are covered by insurance. 

The members were also warned to put the actual 
owner’s name at the bottom of the bill of lading. A 
book of rules to cover regulations for the conduct of 
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business was suggested during this discussion. Buell 
C. Miller, who sponsored this rule book, thought that 
its adoption would greatly simplify things in general. 

Tuesday was devoted entirely to the Aero Mayflower 
Transit program. P. A. Cooling, president, opened the 
meeting with an address entitled, “Mayflower in 1938.” 
Mr. Cooling stated “The 11 months since the last con- 
vention, insofar as the Aero Mayflower Transit Co. is 
concerned, were repetition of former years. You agents 
gave it the largest volume of business in its history 
and at times taxed beyond capacity the enlarged fleet 
of vans the Transit company had to serve you. It 
may be that now a large part of that equipment is 
idle or in storage, but soon they will all be rolling and 
the company is still building new units in preparation 
for the 1938 business.” 

Mr. Cooling then touched on the hearings at Salt

the end of each fiscal year we also ask for a certified 
physical inventory for the purpose of our annual audit 
and as a check against the book inventory.” 

Mr. David explained that the certified physical inven- 
tory is supplied by the warehouse merely on a type- 
written sheet, there being no printed form in use for 
that purpose. 

Resuming, Mr. David stated: ‘We have our own 

salesforce with many branch offices and therefore 
never have used the services of any warehouse in that 
capacity. Our branch offices have authority to have 
merchandise shipped by the various warehouses, as well 
as the home office, so that delay in delivery of mer- 
chandise to the customer is avoided. In the case of 
a new customer, however, the branch office must first 
submit the name to the home office for passing on 
credit. 
‘Hires Root Beer is packed in many different forms 
11 sold through different channels of trade. It is 
packed in small 3-ounce bottles for making up root 
becr in the home. These bottles are packed '%4-gross 
to a carton weighing approximately 20 lbs. This class 
of merchandise is sold largely through the grocery 
trade.

The sheets are for the following purposes: (a) In- 
voice; (b) Accounts Receivable Charge; (c) Branch 
Copy; (d) Credit Department Sheet; (e) Record De- 
partment Sheet; (f) Warehouse Shipping Order, and 
(g) Warehouse Delivery Report. 

As previously mentioned, the home office, when order- 
ing merchandise shipped, sends a duplicate Warehouse 
Shipping Order to the warehouse and the warehouse, 
in turn, sends back one copy of this duplicate order, 
now serving as the Warehouse Delivery Report, attach- 
ing thereto his own delivery form, if he prefers to 
use it, or the bill of lading. 

The monthly Branch Stock Report, or Inventory 
form supplied by the Hires company to the public 
warehouse, is a yellow sheet, 14 by 22 in. and is sub- 
divided into numerous columns indicating items and 
transactions. The items are assembled under appro- 
priate headings and subheadings. The warehouse 
manager, where the stock is spotted, is required to 
vouch, over his signature, that the report agrees with 
his records and that the balances reported agree with 
those actually on hand. 

When the traffic manager receives an order, he must 
ascertain from what warehouse shipment can be made 
at the lowest rate. That does not mean the lowest 
direct rate from warehouse to destination, but means 
the lowest combination rate of the carload rate from 
factory to warehouse plus less carload rate from ware- 
house to destination. 

In order to facilitate the handling of orders prompt- 
ly, the Hires company has prepared a chart of all the 
principal cities in the United States, showing from 
which warehouse the shipment should be made—that is, 
from which warehouse the cheapest combination of 
freight rate prevails.

More Information re 
N.Y. Wine Storage 


E wish to make reference to a paragraph which is 

an answer to a question by Di Santo Co., Duluth, 
Minn., in your February issue under the caption of 
“Letters to the Editor” printed on page 21. 
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We believe that your answer in reference to the stor- 
age of wines stored in a public warehouse should be 
more explanatory. In other words, in this issue, the 
answer does not properly give information that may be 
required by anyone seeking the knowledge and proce- 
dure of storing wines in New York City. 

It has never been a requirement for public ware- 
houses in New York City to furnish bond for the storage 
of wines or liquors. It is, however, necessary for a 
public warehouse to secure a warehouse license from 
the New York State Liquor Authority. Wines and 
liquors are stored in three types of warehouses; one 
is a U. S. Government bonded warehouse and the other 
is a U. S. Internal Revenue bonded warehouse, and the 
third is the common public warehouse, known as a free 
warehouse. The bonded warehouse deals in duty only. 
The Internal Revenue bonded warehouse deals in tax 
only, and the free warehouse is not concerned about 
either because prior to entry into a free warehouse, the 
duty or the internal revenue tax must have had to be 
paid. 

It is within the rights of any importer, winery, or 
private citizen to store this type of merchandise in any 
of these warehouses, and we believe that when you 
confine your answer that any New York warehouses 
storing wine come under the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue and the Government requires a storekeeper on the 
premises, you have not elaborated sufficiently to give 
the storer the knowledge of his privileges, and we fe 
that it should be corrected. 

The only instance where wine must be stored in an 
Internal Revenue warehouse is when that wine is 
shipped from a bonded winery to an Internal Bonded 
warehouse in any part of the country. It is so shipped 
that the internal revenue tax may be collected at the 
time of the release of that wine. The same procedure 
applies to whiskey which originates in our own country 
and that procedure is the same in the U. S. Government 
bonded warehouse with the exception that they are only 
concerned about the duty. 

We believe upon checking our statement, you will find 
us to be correct and trust that some attempt will 
made to clarify your answer which has been published 
in the February issue.—George Lacay, president, Mid- 
town Warehouses, Inc., New York City.

It is understood that the Fjell Line agency here will 
immediately confirm these rates to the importing trade. 
The rates are to be inclusive of store door or private 
siding delivery to all consignees regularly receiving 
such service. 

In view of the pending application for a 15 per cent 
increase in rates the question of railroad attitude toward 
fixing of depressed import rates to compete with direct 
shipments from Europe to Great Lakes ports is sur- 
rounded by many doubts. During the 1937 season of 
lake navigation the railroads maintained competitive 
rates to lake ports on a number of commodities but re- 
cently the Association of American Railroads urged all 
rail jurisdictions to observe a rule requiring caution 
in the handling of any proposals for lowering of rates. 

One of the trunk lines has already docketed with 
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the import committee of the eastern territory a request 
that consideration be given at its next meeting to the 
establishment of so-called summer season import rates 
on caraway, mustard, poppy and rape seeds when 
destined to Chicago, Milwaukee, Detroit and Toledo. 
The Fjell Line has already announced 1938 contract 
rates on various seeds. On carloads to Chicago its new 
contract rate on caraway seed has been fixed at $24.60 
against $13 charged last year; poppy seed, $18.10 com- 
pared with $10.75, and on mustard seed $21.10 against 
$13. Its seed rates to other lake ports have been pro- 
portionately advanced. In addition, the Fjell Line will 
have a less carload rate on seeds, these rates ranging 
approximately 50 per cent over the carload. 


Ohio River-Lake 


Erie Canal 

\ CANAL linking the Ohio River with Lake Erie, say 
Army Engineers, would permit transportation sav- 

ings of at least $12,950,000 a year. 

Chairman J. J. Mansfield (Democrat, Texas) of the 
House Rivers and Harbors Committee, has said that 
such a canal probably would carry more tonnage than 
any other American waterway, not even excluding the 
Panama Canal. 

Congress already has authorized the project subject 
to approval by the Board of Army Engineers. Before 
the board for final action has been the report of the 
War Department’s district and division engineers rec- 
ommending the construction. 

This report named, as the best of four surveyed, the 
Pittsburgh-Ashtabula route through the Beaver, Ma- 
honing and Grand Rivers to a proposed lake harbor 
near the mouth of Wheeler Creek about 10 miles west 
of Ashtabula, Ohio. A reservoir would be created at 
the head of the Grand River Valley. 

The report estimated minimum annual transporta- 
tion savings of $12,950,000 to $13,910,000. This would 
be offset, the district engineer estimated, by annual 
economic charges of approximately $10,484,000, includ- 
ing depreciation and obsolescence costs, maintenance 
and operation costs of $1,045,000 and the carrying 
charges on $179,000,000, the estimated total investment,

States Given Right 
to Regulate Truck Size 


§ ery Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States on Feb. 14 upheld the 
right of states to regulate the size 
and weight of trucks traversing 
their highways, regardless of the 
interstate aspects of their move- 
ments. 

In a case involving the statute of 
South Carolina, the court sustained 
the state law and paved the way 
for similar—or even more rigid 
regulations—in all other states. 
The reasonableness of the limits 
fixed was not the turning point in 
the case; the decision was predicat- 
ed upon the inherent power of a 
commonwealth to protect its road- 
ways by strictures on traffic re- 
garded to be necessary. Had rea- 
sonableness been the issue, the 
question might have been litigated 
successfully in many states which 
will now pass like laws, but the 
fact that the issue was more expan- 
sive seems to answer the question 
for all states, saving perhaps in- 
stances where the statute is plainly 
arbitrary. 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission had entered the court fight 
to sustain its claim that it, alone, 
had jurisdiction over interstate 
commerce and states must there- 
fore refrain from imposing regula- 
tions such as maximum vehicle 
weight. 
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The Commission intervened in 
the case before the South Carolina 
courts testing the legality of that 
state’s statute which limits truck 
weights to 20,000 lbs., and width to 
90 in. 

A decision sustaining the com- 
mission, the I. C. C. said, would be 
of far-reaching importance. If it 
was decided that states cannot 
limit weight, it would then be suc- 
cessfully argued that they cannot 
impose other interferences upon 
the flow of interstate commerce. 

Holding that the power to limit 
loads is a function of the Federal 
Government, the I. C. C. stated 
that the entry of the national gov- 
ernment into the field of regula- 
tion of interstate commerce has 
excluded state power thereover, as 
to all matters coming within the 
general provisions of the Federal 
legislation. 

The Commission took the posi- 
tion that the Motor Carrier Act 
was a complete and comprehensive 
piece of legislation. It empowered 
the Commission to make such rules 
and regulations, in connection with 
the size and weight of motor ve- 
hicles, as may be necessary to en- 
able the Commission to administer 
the provisions of the Act in keep- 
ing with the intention of Congress. 
State regulation of the instrumen- 
talities of interstate commerce is 
only a permissive right, the brief 
stated, adding that the inherent 
right to make such regulations is 
in the federal government. 

Reviewing the various provisions 
of the Motor Carrier Act, the Com- 
mission pointed out that it would 
be impossible to carry out the pro- 
visions of the Act unless the Com- 
mission had full power to control 
truck sizes and weights, and 
stated: “In the present case, the 
purposes of Congress have not 
been left to surmise but have been 
expressed in the Act under Section 
202(a) entitled “Declaration of 
Policy and Delegation of Jurisdic- 
tion.”

The South Carolina regulat 
are invalid because they are a 
rect and substantial burden on 
terstate commerce, the plaint 
asserted. They upheld the ( 
mission’s stand that the M 
Carrier Act had superseded 
state power to regulate sizes 
weights. 

The Commission took no positi: 
as to whether the South Caro! 
regulations were a burden on 
terstate commerce, contenting 
self with the argument that 
state had no power to make s 
regulations. 

The high court ruled howe 
that the State of South Carol 
has the right to regulate truck 
sizes even though they are enga 
in interstate commerce. 

The unanimous opinion reve 
a lower court ruling that the regu- 
lation of sizes by a state imp: 
an unreasonable burden on inter- 
state commerce. 

The opinion was delivered 
Justice Stone, who said the state 
has authority to make regulations 
in the interest of traffic safety an 
to preserve its highways. He cas 
aside the argument of the Just 
Department that the regulati: 
“are an unreasonable burden on 
terstate commerce insofar as they 
apply to traffic on the interstat 
system of Federal-aid highways.’ 
The Justice Department also co! 
tended that the litigation “affects 
the success of the Federal-aid hi; 
way program,” but to no avail. 
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Maritime Commission Dismisses 
Top Wharfage Fee Complaints 

HE fight of shipping and 

trucking interests against al- 
leged discriminatory top wharf- 
age fees at Philadelphia, Pa., 
and Hampton Roads, Va., was 
lost in January when the United 
States Maritime Commission dis- 
missed complaints against the 
pier companies. 

Ending a year-long struggle 
between the railroads imposing 
the fees and the shippers and 
truckers protesting them, the 
Maritime Commission ruled that 
the charges were not unduly 
prejudicial, unjust or unreason- 
able. 


In so doing, the Maritime 
Commission upheld previous re- 
ports on the cases by its ex- 
aminers. Its decisions were based 
on oral arguments held after the 
complaining trucking firms and 
shippers had filed exceptions to 
the examiners’ reports, contend- 
ing that they were not justified 
by facts. 


The parties involved in the 
Philadelphia wharfage case were 
the Port of Philadelphia Ocean 
Traffic Bureau, complainant, and 
Philadelphia Piers, Inc., defen- 
dants. The complaint alleged that 
top wharfage charges at Phila- 
delphia piers on export and im- 
port freight not transported by 
railroad were unduly prejudical 
and constituted unjust and un- 
reasonable regulations and prac- 
tices in violation of provisions 
of the Shipping Act; and that 
the assailed regulations and 
practices were detrimental to the 
port of Philadelphia in violation 
of sections of the Merchant Ma- 
rine Act. 

The defandants, the Philadel- 
phia Piers, Inc., operates piers 
owned by the United States un- 
der a lease from the Maritime 
Commission, the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad Co., the Pennsy]l- 
vania Railroad Co. and Reading 
Co., owners or operators of rail- 
road piers at Philadelphia. 


The assailed charge of 50 cents 
per ton was established May 10, 
1937. The defendants showed 
that the average cost per ton of 
freight handled over their piers 
is 57 cents, and that wharfage 
charges at other ports, such as 
Boston, Baltimore, and New 
York, were the same as, or high- 
er than, the wharfage charges 








in issue, and the Commission 
agreed in dismissing the com- 
plaint. 


In the Hampton Roads case, 
the Commission dismissed com- 
plaints filed by Buxton Lines, 
Inc., a James River boat line, 
and the Hampton Roads Trans- 
portation Co., a motor carrier, 
alleging violations by Hampton 
Roads terminal companies of reg- 
ulatory provisions of the Ship- 
ping Act. The complainants as- 
sailed the wharfage charges and 
free-time allowances of the Nor- 
folk Tidewater Terminals, Inc., 
Lambert’s Point Terminal Corp., 
Southgate Norfolk Pier, Inc., 
and the Southern Railway Co. on 
river boat and motor truck traf- 
fic interchanged over these com- 
panies’ piers with ocean carriers 
in foreign, interstate and inter- 
coastal commerce. Both com- 
plainants based their allegations 
of undue prejudice and unrea- 
sonableness upon comparisons 
with rail traffic also interchanged 
over the defendants’ piers. In 
addition, the truck company al- 
leged unlawfulness by defen- 
dants as between its traffic and 
the boat traffic of the Buxton 
Lines, Inc. 

In its report issued after hear- 
ing and arguments the Commis- 
sion stated that the circum- 
stances and conditions attending 
the terminal companies’ services 
on the rail, boat and truck traffic 
concerned are substantially dis- 
similar; and that the complain- 
ing boat and truck lines do not 
show that the terminal com- 
panies’ different charges, regula- 
tions and practices complained of 
fail fairly to correspond to the 
different circumstances and con- 
ditions involved, or that they are 
unduly prejudical or unreason- 
able in violation of the Shipping 
Act. 


Examiner Croft Issues Warning 
on Household Goods Rate 
Policies 


HE lengthy discussion of wheth- 

er household goods carriers 
should bill patrons on a cube basis 
or by hundredweight, will go for 
naught unless the truckers first 
adopt a policy of separating trans- 
portation charges from fees for 
non-carrier services. 


This warning was sounded by 
Examiner W. T. Croft in a report 
to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. After concluding his rec- 
ommendations in two West Coast 
cases, the Examiner cited com- 
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plexities which have arisen in 
household goods carriage, and rec- 
ommended new policies. 

Croft declared: 

“The confusion of carrier, broker 
and warehouse activities gives rise 
to some perplexing problems and 
has apparently resulted in some 
questionable practices. 

“The record does not definitely 
show how the charges for the re- 
spective services are published. It 
suggests that the line haul car- 
riers’ published rates have already 
been expanded to include the ter- 
minal allowance at each end, in 
which case applicant, or any other 
in its position, in quoting a rate 
would increase the total charge 
only sufficiently to include compen- 
sation for any accessorial or non- 
carrier services desired, but it may 
be that the line haul carriers’ pub- 
lished rates are net to them and 
apply only from terminal to ter- 
minal, in which case they would 
have to be expanded to include the 
customary allowances for all ter- 
minal and accessorial services when 
quoting door-to-door charges. 


“If the line-haul carriers’ published 
rates include the terminal allowances, 
then applicant should be a party to the 
tariff of every such carrier for which 
it picks up or delivers. If those rates 
do not inciude the terminal allowances 
to applicant or if it is not a party to 
the publication thereof, then under the 
act and the Commission's regulations 
it must elsewhere publish such rates 
in specific amounts, not percentages of 
uncertain total charges, and observe 
the rates so published and cannot law- 
fully accept varying amounts equal to 
a fixed percentage of different total 
charges as is now done. 

“As a matter of fact, the present 
practices under which applicant re- 
ceives a varying amount, for the iden- 
tical pickup service, depending on the 
length of haul and the volume of the 
total charge, even though called a di- 
vision of a through rate rather than a 
factor of a through combination, is 
basically discriminatory and _ prefer- 
ential as between shippers. 

“In contrast to the requirement that 
a common carrier publish, post, and 
file tariffs naming specific rates for all 
transportation services offered, the Act 
gives the Commission no direct control 
over the rates and charges of brokers 
Acme Fast Freight Common Carrier 
Application, 2 MCC 415, 431, and con- 
tains no provision for the filing of 
tariffs by them. Consequently, the 
present practice of applicant and others 
in its class of including in their tariffs 
charges for broker and non-carrier 
services, and particularly the confusion 
of these charges with the charges for 
carrier services as, for example, in the 
case of the crating charge above men- 
tioned which includes transportation 
to rail and water terminals is, to say 
the least, of very doubtful propriety 
Similarly, the practice in bidding of 
quoting a single charge for a combina- 
tion of carrier and non-carrier services 
without itemization or segregation is 
objectionable, since it opens wide the 
door for rebates and discrimination in 
carrier charges under the guise of in- 
sufficient or reduced charges for the 
related non-carrier services. In this 
connection it is observed that appli- 
cant’s quoted charge for a particular 
movement in addition to packing, crat- 
ing, etc., includes 30 days free storage. 

“Nothing herein is intended to reflect 
in any way on applicant individually 
but merely as an indictment of pre- 
vailing practices among operators gen- 
erally in its class. The appropriate 
cure for the evils suggested, without 
too greatly disturbing generally ac- 
ceptable trade practices, is not readily 
apparent nor is it an issue in this 
proceeding. The matter is mentioned 
merely as one which deserves study 
and corrective measures.”

Damage Liability on 
Consigned Goods 


LEGAL EDITOR, DandW: 
Who is liable for damaged or lost 
goods left on consignment? Spe- 
cialty Warehouses, Inc. 


Answer: When a person accepts 
goods on consignment and then 
violates the agreement, he is re- 
sponsible for the value of the mer- 
chandise. For example, in a lead- 
ing case (117 So. 757) a ware- 
houseman authorized a seller to 
leave goods in his care until the 
same would be returned. The mer- 
chandise disappeared from the 
warehouse and the court held the 
seller entitled to recover the full 
purchase price for the purchaser. 


Therefore, it is quite apparent 
that lack of care on the part of 
any one who takes care of the 
goods, although he does not legal- 
ly accept the same, may result in 
liability. When goods are shipped 
on assignment the buyer is not 
bound to accept the shipment, but 
if for any reason he takes charge 
of it he becomes a bailee and holds 
the property for the benefit of the 
owner, and he must exercise rea- 
sonable care to preserve the mer- 
chandise against loss or damage. 


Liability for Injuries 
to Pedestrians 


LEGAL EDITOR, DandWw: 
When and under what circum- 
stances is "” warehouseman liable 
for an injury sustained by a pedes- 
trian while walking over a side- 
walk, etc., etc. Security Ware- 
house. 


Answer: A warehouseman must 
at all times and under all circum- 
stances use ordinary care to know 
that the sidewalk, signs, awnings, 
coal hole covers, and the like are 
in reasonably safe condition. For 
example, in the case of Pittsburgh, 
194 Atl. 902, decided only a short 
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time ago, it was shown that a cover 
for a coal hole was not fastened 
securely. A _ pedestrian stepped 
upon it, and fell into the hole as a 
result of the cover moving side- 
ways. 

The higher court held the owner 
of the sidewalk liable in damages 
and explained that he failed to use 
ordinary care to securely fasten 
and keep fastened the cover.

Use of Name by 
Competitor 


LEGAL EDITOR, D&W: As- 
sume that at present the name of 
our company is “The White Ware- 
house Co.,” and another company 
starts business in this city under 
the name of “The White Storage 
Co.,” can we stop the use of this 
name? The important thing to re- 
member is that a man named 
“White” organized this latter com- 
pany, The Efficiency Storage Co. 


Answer: It does not result ‘in 
there being any right for Mr. 
White to start a competing busi- 
ness in the same locality in which 
there is another firm using the 
same or almost the same name. In 
fact the higher courts have held 
on many occasions that no man 
may use his own name, if in so do- 
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ing he is likely to cause confusion 
among the patronizing public. 

On the other hand, Mr. White can 
start a competing business, if b 
of his name he clearly inform 
public that he is not conn 
with nor any part of the olde: 
previously organized firm. Fo 
ample, if under the name 
White Storage Co.,” Mr. Whit« 
printed with letters the sams 
as those used in the firm 
the following: “This firm is 
connected with The White W 
house Company,” then and o 
then may Mr. White use his 1 
in the manner explained. In 
words, the courts will not pe 
any person to so use his name 
he is benefited by publicity of : 
other firm. 


Chaitel Mortgage Prior 


YONSIDERABLE _ controvers: 

A has existed between ware- 
housemen and holders of ch 
mortgages as to who has a } 
and superior lien on stored g 
Generally speaking, if a ch: 
mortgage is properly recorded, or 
the warehouseman had knowledge 
of existence of the mortgage, be- 
fore the goods were placed in stor- 
age the mortgage is prior to the 
warehouseman’s lien, unless the 
warehouseman proves that the 
holder of the mortgage agreed to 
give the warehouseman’s lien pref- 
erence. The fact that the holder 
of the mortgage did not object to 
storage of the goods does not 
change the legal status. 

For illustration, in Bewley Mills 
v. First Nat. Bank, 110 S. W. (2d) 
201, Texas, the records disclose 
that a bank held a chattel mort- 
gage on certain merchandise which 
afterward was placed by the owner 
in a warehouse for storage. Laicr, 
when litigation developed over 
priority of the mortgage and the 
warehouseman’s lien, the war 
houseman argued that his lien was 
superior to the mortgage becau 
the bank had permitted storag: 
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the goods and had neglected to 
object to the same, thereby con- 
senting to the storage. However, 
the court held the chattel mort- 
gage superior to the warehouse- 
man’s lien. 


Receipt Limits Liability 


7 ARIOUS courts have held that 

a bailor, owner of stored goods, 
is not bound by the contents of a 
warehouse receipt limiting the 
liability of the warehouseman, if 
the patron’s attention is not di- 
rected to the limitation clause, or 
he fails to sign it. So held a higher 
court in the case of Marine v. 
Rehm, 177 So. 79, Louisiana. 


Here a bailor issued to the own- 
er of a stored article a receipt on 
which was printed: “We will not 
be responsible for loss or damage 
* * * * by fire, theft, or any other 
cause whatsoever, except * * * * 
while being handled on our pre- 
mises by our employes under our 
orders.” However, the customer 
did not know what was written on 
the receipt until the article had 
been stolen. 

he court refused to relieve the 
bailor from liability, saying: 

“In our opinion the receipt was 
nothing more than a means of 
identifying his property or a mere 
receipt and was not a special con- 
tract.” 

\lso, in Lawes v. New Orleans 
Transfer Co., 11 La. App. 170, a 
person received a check for bag- 
gage intrusted to a transfer com- 
pany. The court held that the 
owner of the baggage was not 
bound by an inscription on the bag- 
gage check limiting liability of the 
transfer company. In this case the 
attention of the holder of the re- 
ceipt was not directed to the clause 
limiting the transfer company’s 
liability, nor did he sign the re- 
ceipt. 


Payment of Freight 


Charges 
bee obligation to pay freight 

charges on an interstate ship- 
ment must be by an implied or 
express contract, and one who is 
not thus obligated is not liable for 
payment of such charges. More- 
over, the carrier may recover only 
from one who is a party to the 
shipping contract either as con- 
signor, consignee, or the one for 
whom the consignor or the con- 
signee acts as agent or legal rep- 
resentative. 

For example, in Des Moines & 
Central v. American Employers 
Ins. Co., 276 N. W. 56, Iowa, a 
common carrier sued a contractor 
for freight charges on material 
which he used in construction of a 
building. Since the contractor had 
not agreed to pay the charges and 
he was not the consignor, con- 





signee, or had not been represented 
by either the consignor or con- 
signee, the court held the con- 
tractor not bound to pay the 
freight charges, although he had 
used the material to his benefit in 
completing the building. This court 
said: 

“Such an obligation must be 
contractual. No express contract 
here involved carries such duty.” 


When Contract Hauler 
Is Independent Contractor 
” a truck owner contracts with 

a driver, or contract hauler, 
who shall operate the truck, pay 
the expenses of operations, and 
perform the work without any con- 
trol on the part of the truck owner, 
the relation of independent con- 
tractor exists and the owner of the 
truck is not responsible for negli- 
gent acts or injuries caused by the 
contract hauler, or the driver. 
However, if the owner of the truck 
has a right to control and direct 
the driver, then the truck owner 
is responsible, notwithstanding 
other clauses in the contract to the 
contrary. 

For example, in Kraemer v. 
3ates Motor Transport Lines, Inc., 
11 N. E. (2d) 106, Ohio, the testi- 
mony proved that the Bates Motor 
Transport Lines made a contract 
with a man named Appel who was 
a contract hauler. The contract 
with the transport company cover- 
ed the use and operation of a 
truck. The transport company fur- 
nished the gasoline and oil, the 
value of same to be charged 
against the contract compensation 
of Appel, which was based upon a 
percentage basis. The transport 
company agreed to furnish day and 
night service for the truck at its 
terminal and the truck was to be 
brought in for daily inspection. No 
charge was made by the company 
for such inspection. All expenses 
incident to greasing, washing, oil- 
ing, and gassing the truck, as well 
as other operating expenses, were 
charged to Appel. It was further 
agreed that all services and re- 
pairs desired by Appel on the truck 
should be furnished by the com- 
pany, to be paid for by Appel, who 
agreed that all claims by third per- 
sons, all complaints of patrons, and 
all negotiations which may arise 
regarding the maintenance and 
operation of the truck should be 
referred to the corporation for its 
attention. The truck was required 
to be operated under the name of 
the corporation, in compliance with 
a uniform design, designated by 
the transport company. Appel was 
required to maintain all forms of 
insurance incident to the operation 
of the truck, including that of 
Workmen’s Compensation, to pay 
all licenses and taxes, and union 
fees. 
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The obvious purpose of this con- 
tract was to relieve the company 
from any ard all liability that 
should arise from operation of the 
truck. In other words, it was in- 
tended that Appel should be an 
“independent contractor.” Un- 
doubtedly up to this point of the 
contract Appel would have been 
solely liable for injuries affecting 
others and resulting from negligent 
operaticn of the truck. 

However, another clause in the 
contract specified that all current 
notices relating to routing, deliver- 
ies, repairs, and operations posted 
at any terminal of the corporation 
should be binding upon Appel from 
time to time, as the same may be 
posted. Particularly in view of 
this clause in the contract the 
higher court held the company 
liable for an injury effected through 
operation of the truck, because this 
clause was construed to give the 
company control over the truck 
and its driver. 


Truck Skids 


’ ARIOUS courts have held that 

when traveling over a slippery 
road the driver of a motor truck 
must take into consideration the 
condition of the road, but, if an ac- 
cident happens and the evidence 
shows that it resulted from the 
condition of the road and not from 
any negligence on the part of the 
driver, no liability results. 

For illustration, in Gilreath v. 
Blue & Gray Transp. Co., 108 S. 
W. (2d) 1002, Kentucky, it was 
shown that a motor truck skidded 
on ice and collided with another 
vehicle whose occupant sued the 
truck owner for damages. How- 
ever, since the person who filed 
suit failed to prove that the truck 
skidded as a result of negligence 
of the driver, the higher court re- 
fused to hold the truck owner li- 
able.

“I am of the opinion that a company which fails 
to dig up prospects and go after business through the 
many sources available will soon stagnate and, be- 
cause of lack of initiative, lose its positions in the 
field. You will all remember that Rome fell when the 
citizens no longer needed to conquer other nations. 
I am sure any firm that feels it has reached a position 
where it can sit back and the business will come to it 
is on a dangerous pinnacle, and more aggressive firms 
will soon take its business.” 

Mr. Bekins commented upon the effect on competi- 
tion: 

“Another important benefit from your sales pro- 
motion efforts is in preventing new competition from 
springing up. For example, if there are two firms in

Shipping department problems reported by Geo, 
La Belle, of Minneapolis, brought out discussion 
whether it would be advisable to make charges on 
pool car shipments covered from house (origin) tw 
house (destination). It was developed that certain 
transportation tariffs now contain arbitrary rates for 
this purpose, insufficient to cover labor charges at 
destination. This brought up the question why ware- 
housemen, as such, do not have some voice in the 
setting of these rates, whether warehousing is be- 
coming incidental to that of transportation? 

Melvin Bekins, of Omaha, reported as chairman of 
the correspondents’ shipping rules committee, recom- 
mending that no change be made at present from 
existing rules, that much work had to be done by the 
committee, and they were awaiting advices from their 
attorneys as to legality of certain items. 

Cost reduction was reported by W. R. Thomas, of 
Cleveland, covering suggestions from checking of truck- 
ing equipment, training of drivers, to checking of elec- 
trical equipment in warehouses, and various economies 
which are possible. Considerable discussion was had 
on the subject introduced thereunder by Milo W. Bekins 
on “When should old 4-cylinder trucking equipment 
be junked?” 

Storage was reported by H. B. Holt, chairman, of 
Bekins Van & Storage Co., Los Angeles. This subject 
was dealt with at length by Mr. Holt as being of 
primary importance, whereas the subject of storage 
was often side-tracked by the many side-lines engaged 
in by warehouses, in the growth of the industry, but 
arguing that a firm should never disregard his main 
business by following sidelines or short cuts to making 
what might appear easy money. 

It was pointed out that some present trends in 
storage are a gradual reduction in size of lots, and 
a tendency toward shorter term storage. It was sug- 
gested in discussion even that storage was becoming 
unpopular with the general public, and it was believed 
that the 3-yr. plan of storage advertising, proposed 
by the president in his address, would tend to turn 
the tide in the opposite direction. 

Mr. Holt reported that in checking storage records 
over long periods of time recently, he found the average 
size of lots 15 yrs. ago was $4.50 per month, whereas 
now it is about $3.50 per month, and whereas the aver- 
age length of time was around 5 mos. per lot 15 yrs. 
ago, it is now nearer to 3 mos. Much discussion as 
to the remedy for this condition, and ways and means 
of bringing household goods out of hiding into storage. 

It was found in certain long distance hauling tariffs, 
temporary “set-off” storage rates were arbitrarily set 
by transportation companies without the warehousemen 
who perform the service having a voice in the matter, 
and that the rates set for this service were far too 
low to cover labor cost involved. After discussion, a 
resolution was adopted as follows: 

“That we hereby go on record favoring the increase 
of the existing tariff rates for temporary “set-off” 
storage and packing, in connection with long distance 
hauling.” 

Upon discussion, it was further agreed that reduc-

stantly abreast state regulations and by keeping up 
with them is able to cut vehicle delays to the minimum. 





The company has received insurance premium reduc- 
tions this year as it did last year, undoubtedly due to 
the fact that there have been no accidents. The com- 
pany has made awards to drivers who so far have had 
nd accidents in 3 yrs. 









Mr. Wheaton also stated that the time is not proper 
for the laying down of prescribed rates. Conditions 
are too uncertain; changes would destroy a rigid rate 
stucture. He believes that the cubic foot basis will be 
sept with certain changes by the I.C.C. 

Buel G. Miller, chairman of the advertising com- 
mittee, presented a most enlightening paper on the 
subject of advertising.

“That we go on record in favor of a resolution to be 
worked out, to be forwarded to the I. C. C. and varioy 
state regulatory bodies of the 48 states, that acting 
in the public interest, we favor regulation by such 
national and state bodies over the use of ‘drive-your. 
self for hire’ trucks operating on public highways,” 

The publicity committee was represented by M. A. 
Compton, chairman, Boise, Idaho, who made a yey 
favorable report, urging in addition to the usual oy. 
lay for advertising, that each member consider means 
of free publicity available, such as attractively painted 
trucking equipment which acts as “bil!-boards” for 
his firm moving over public highways. 

Walter B. Sweeting, of Philadelphia, made report o 
the subject of telephone book advertising in the yellow 
classified section, and urged that checks be kept o 


this means of advertising to see whether or not it was 
justified, based on actual returns. The sales methods 
of telephone book salesmen were condemned as “the 
biggest racket of anything now being con«ucted,” and 
certain recommendations made to the smal! movers or 


“poor suckers” that they go out of the phone book 
when they cannot afford it. 


Insurance report was filed by Geo. Gerlach, of New 
York, upon the subject of building insurance, outlining 
a suggested means of reduction of premiums. A nun- 


ber of firms were found to be self-insurers, some setting 
aside a reserve against possible loss, others none. 
J. A. Hollander, of Chicago, made report on automo- 
bile insurance, and reported that the committee had 
investigated the possibility of reduction of insurance 
on truck and automobile liability by means of a master 
policy, under which N. F. W. A. members could insure 


After discussion, a resolution was passed to the effect 
that: 
“The insurance committee shall continue its negotia- 


tions with ‘bureau companies,’ with a view of putting 
into effect, as soon as possible, a master policy covering 
automobile and truck liability, under which N. F. W.A 


members could insure at reduced rates; and at the 
same time continue preliminary investigations with 
relation to cost of such insurance with ‘non-bureau 


companies, to secure facts and figures for later report.” 
Rate committee was reported by letter from Geo. A 
Julin, chairman, read into the records by D. S. Woolley 


vice-chairman, of SaJt Lake City. Discussion of har- 
dling charges in and out of storage brought out thy 
fact that a charge equal to one month’s storage 1 
insufficient to cover labor costs at the present time 
and that this charge should equal, at least, one and 
a half times the cost of one month’s storage. Discus- 


sion of labor costs brought out the fact that ware 
houses at Oakland, Calif., are paying the highest labo: 
cost for truck drivers and helpers of any city in the 
U. S. A., represented at this meeting. 

Membership: There being no committee report, Pres- 
ident Bekins stated: 

“By bringing new members into this associatiou, 
you help raise the standards of the new members 
and, therefore, of the industry.

of securing same should be weighed seriously, inasmuch 
as experience indicated that fully 75 per cent of the 
company’s business is now from national accounts. The 
question was, “Is the remaining 25 per cent worth the 
money that will have to be spent?” It was pointed out 
on this score that the cost to the members would be 
slight when worked out on a percentage of business 
basis. The discussion finally ended in the passing of 
the resolution which appears at the beginning of this 
article. 

Arthur C. Smith, Washington, D. C., stressed the 
need of following up all leads and showed how his 
office, through diligent attention to this work, had se- 





se 
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cured 80 per cent of all estimates made. 

L. D. Dunn, Boston, suggested that better relations 
would prevail with the customers in regard to com- 
plaints were all packing materials used checked with 
them at the time this work was started. 

W. Lee Cotter made a very interesting observation, 
namely, that salt when left in salt cellars will eat holes 
in sterling silver shakers. His main topic, however, was 
on the value of surveys and in this he pointed out that 
the group needs comprehensive statistics that will re- 
veal conditions throughout the United States. It should 
have figures that will indicate the total cubic footage 
of warehouses, the money invested in buildings, num- 
ber of trucks operated, number of tires bought annu- 
ally, also gasoline and,gil figures, etc. 

Mr. Cotter also pointéd out that a source of new 
business were the men working on the railroads who 
move up to better positions because of seniority. These 
men are always good prospects because they are willing 
‘0 pay the price when conditions for them are so im- 
proving. Another observation Mr. Cotter also explained 
how through the use of skids when loads are placed 
mn the trucks, he has managed to speed up work con- 
siderably. These loads are kept on the skids in the 
warehouse when they are not to be kept more than 
0 days. Lift jacks are used. 

R. T. Blauvelt, Sr., East Orange, N. J., warned the 
members that they could save themselves considerable 
money in claims by recording everything of a specific 
nature when packing. By that he meant putting down 
in black and white just what disposition the customer

H. C. Neal, Cleveland, stated that not until 
levels for homes were increased would families {a 
inclined to move.

The last day’s sessions were featured by D. W, B,j 
ley’s paper on “Operations under the Federal Mot 
Carrier Act.” Mr. Bailey, who is with the Peter p 
Reilly’s Fireproof Warehouses, Brooklyn, N. Y,, ay 
also connected with the Interstate Hou sehold Good 
Movers Tariff Bureau, Inc., New York City, gave , 
excellent description of how to combat many of th 
problems that beset haulers, such as violations, api 
cations, etc. 

“A frequent question asked of the Bureau,” said \; 
Bailey, “is whether a warehouse may demand to sq 
the I.C.C. papers when a load is being taken out by g 
outside truck to a point in another state. The answe 
given is No. The warehouseman can ask, and I knoy 
we do at our warehouse, to see the papers, but if thy 
driver refuses, there is nothing in the Act which p 
quires him to comply. On the contrary, there is a py 
vision, Section 222 (e) which forbids the disclosuy 
of information concerning the shipment except to ay 
thorized persons where such disclosure might work t 
the detriment of the shipper or consigne: 

“It is also true that the driver is not required } 
law to carry any papers with him, and so might n 
have them to produce. 

“Another question is whether a warehouse may r 
fuse to deliver goods to a truck not having |.C.C. plates 
or known not to have complied with the motor carrie 
act if the goods are going in interstate commer: 
Again, in our opinion, the answer is No. A warehous 
so refusing would run a very grave risk of liability 
for conversion if the carrier has a bona fide order « 
the warehouse for delivery of the goods. 

“However, it is well when a driver does come to th 
warehouse about whom you have a suspicion to inter 
rogate him about whether his company has filed an 
whether it has a tariff on file. In many cases wl 
the attention of the driver is forcefully called that lq 
is operating in violation of the law, and that a com 
plaint will be filed, we have been successful in dis 
couraging him from taking the load out without am 
refusal on the part of the warehouse that stored th 
goods.” 

In the discussions that followed Mr. Bailey’s talk 
one of the recommendations made was that all statutor 
agents should be Mayflower members, thus saving 4 
least $20 a year. It was explained that this was per 
missible, but that letters of consent should be secur 
from the members before they legally could be con 
sidered agents. 

After the elections, the members presented Mr. Naisi, 
the outgoing president, with a deep upholstered chai 
and in the presentation by Mr. Blauvelt, Mr. Naish wa 
admonished to use it constantly in order that he migh 
make up for all the rest that was lost last year whe 
he was traveling so much around the country in th 
interests of the association.

Following the annual convention of the Northwest 
Frozen Foods Assn., held at Seattle recently, a 1-day 
session was devoted to complete unfinished business. 

The principal discussion at this meeting dealt with 
the standardization of package sizes for frozen vege- 
tables. In the past all products have been packed by 
weight (16 oz.), this necessitating 11 variations in retail 
package sizes. 

It was decided that hereafter all products will be 
packed uniformly according to the size of the package, 
the basis to be the 12-oz. retail carton required for peas, 
cut corn and spinach. Thus, the remaining products 
will be packed lighter by weight, but the package size 
will be standardized throughout and will mean simpli- 
fication of production, distribution and marketing 
methods. 

In the larger sizes, 2% and 5-lb., weight will continue 
to be the standard of measurement, inasmuch as only 
4 different package sizes are required.

75.055 New Freight Cars 

YLASS I railroads of the United States in 1937 in- 

stalled 75,058 new freight cars in service, according 
to complete reports for the year just received by the 

Assn. of American Railroads, and made public. At the 
same time, these reports showed a sharp drop in the 
number of new freight cars on order on Jan. 1, this year. 

The number of new freight cars installed in 1937 was 
the largest number placed in service in any one year 
since 1930, owing to the large orders for new equipment 
which were awarded early in 1937 in anticipation of 
heavy freight traffic. In the latter months of the year, 
however, there was a decrease in such orders due to the 
financial condition of the railroads and the reduction in 
traffic which took place. 

New freight cars installed in the past calendar year 
was an increase of 31,117 compared with the number 
ff such installations in 1936, and an increase of 66,155 
compared with 1935. 

Class I railroads also put in service 373 new steam 
locomotives in 1937, the greatest number for any year 
since 1930. In 1936 new steam locomotives put in service 
totaled 87, and in 1935 there were 40. New electric and 
Diesel locomotives installed in 1937 totaled 77 compared 
with 34 in 1936 and 102 in 1935. 

New freight cars on order on Jan. 1, this year, totaled 
1947 compared with 12,566 on Dec. 1, 1937, and 25,592 
on Jan. 1, 1937. 

New steam locomotives on order on Jan. 1, this year, 
totaled 181 compared with 156 on Dec. 1, 1937, and 297 
m Jan. 1, 1937. New electric and Diesel locomotives 
on order at the beginning of this year totaled 30 con- 
trasted with 40 on Dec. 1, last, and 7 at the beginning 
of 1987,

Liquor Taxes in N. J. 
Show Jan. Decline 


Removal of several large distilleries to other states 
and smaller quantities of alcoholic beverages being 
stored in warehouses in New Jersey were given as 
reasons for a marked slump in January’s federal liquor 
taxes collected in 11 north Jersey counties. 

January’s collections totaled $1,562,061, a decrease of 
$502,189 from the same period a year ago. 

From the manufacture and sale of distilled spirits, 
the government’s revenue in January was $614,305, 
against $1,023,073 for the same period last year. The 
revenue in January from rectified spirits, including 
blended liquors, amounted to $56,253, as against $64,- 
698 for the same period a year ago. 

Even the beer revenue in January dropped nearly 
$100,000 in comparison with one year ago, or from 
$933,500 to $587,793. Wine revenue amounted to $4,671, 
which compares favorably with the January collections 
of last year, amounting to $4,721.

Christie Transfer Opens New 
Butte Warehouse 

The Christie Transfer & Storage Co., Butte, Mont., 
has announced the completion and opening of the new 
Terminal warehouse, built at a cost of more than 
$50,000. The modern, fireproof building, located at 610 
E. Aluminum St., was constructed to meet increased 
demands for storage and truck operations. 

The warehouse is 100 by 120 ft., surrounded by an 
open area for the free movement of large motor line 
trucks and trailers and has ample trackage for the 
accommodation of several cars at one time. 

The building is of the latest type of steel-constructed 
warehouses, built with reinforced concrete, insulated 
steel and having beams, joists, doors, window frames 
and a roof steel. It is the first of its type in the city 
and, except for a similar warehouse constructed at 
Helena after the earthquake 2 yrs. ago, is the only one 
of its kind in a large part of the Northwest. 

There are six large doors on each side for the loading 
and unloading of motor trucks. The foundation and 
basement are of reinforced concrete. The basement 
floor is almost entirely on solid rock and the ground 
floor is a slab of reinforced concrete laid on steel joists 
and beams, capable of sustaining a weight of more than 
500 Ibs. to the square foot. 

The old warehouse at 630 Utah Ave. will still be 
used for part of the storage requirements.

New U. S. Customs 
Regulations 


The Custom House Guide has just issued its 1938 
deluxe annual edition. It contains, as one of its prin- 
cipal features, the new U. S. Customs Regulations of 
1937, which entirely revises and supersedes the old 1931 
Regulations. It is the only copy of these regulations, 
revised with amendments to-date, available in print. 

Because of the inclusion of the new rates of duty 
established under the sixteen reciprocal trade agree- 
ments which have been concluded by the U. S. with 
foreign nations and of the many revisions enacied by 
Congress, the new volume is completely revised this 
year. 

The alphabetical index of 30,000 commodities has been 
entirely revised by customs and statistical experts. 
Opposite each commodity are the new rates of duty 
provided for in these sixteen reciprocal trade agree- 
ments. Included in this alphabetical index are a large 
number of commodities which do not appear in the 
Tariff Act of 1930. 

In the Tariff Act of 1930, which is included in the 
new edition, a reference note showing the reciprocal 
trade agreement which pertains to that paragraph has 
been inserted after each paragraph affected: also the 
changes in rates of duty covered by the President’s 
proclamation. 

In the trade agreements section are included Sched- 
ules II (import) of each of the sixteen trade agree- 
ments enacted to-date. 

Other information includes port sections which 
completely covers the activities and facilities of all 
principal ports; and a section of general information, 
including foreign forwarding agents, weights, measures, 
coin values, trade terms, air services, Federal Alcohol 
Administration, Department of Agriculture, State De- 
partment, Department of Commerce, Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, Consular Service, Foreign 
Customs Headquarters and Embassies, alcoholic bev- 
erage importers and exporters and much other addi- 
tional information. 

American Import & Export Bulletin, issued monthly, 
and now well established as an indispensable supple- 
mentary service to the annual Guide, will contain im- 
portant revisions to the annual and a complete up-to- 
date coverage of all the latest rules, decisions, regula- 
tions, laws, reciprocal trade agreements, etc., affecting 
foreign traders.

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$170,000 Recovery Action on Tobacco 
at Indianapolis 


A categorical general denial has been made of all 
charges brought against James P. Goodrich, John B. 
Goodrich and the Indiana Warehouse Company in fed- 
eral court at Indianapolis by the Earhart Leaf To- 
bacco Co., trustees for recovery of $170,000 alleged 
damages resulting from an alleged conspiracy by the 
warehouse officials and warehouse company to “cheat 
and defraud banks by causing duplicate warehouse 
receipts to be issued and sold.” 

Will H. Thompson and Albert Rabb appeared as at- 
torneys in behalf of James P. Goodrich; Frank C. 
Dailey and Perry E. O’Neal for the Indiana Warehouse 
Co. and John B. Goodrich, and Clinton Givan for John 


W. Moore, Sr., head of the defunct finance house the 
Continental Credit Corp., Winchester, Ind. 
The action grew out of the collapse of the Continental 


Credit Corp. The trustees appointed by the federal 
court in Ohio in the bankruptcy proceedings of the 
finance company, charge in substance that James P. 
Goodrich and John W. Moore, Sr., caused the Earhart 
Tobacco Co. to store its tobacco with the Indiana Ware- 
house Co. as a condition necessary to continuation of 
financing by the finance company; that John W. Moore, 
Jr., be made vice-president and general manager of the 
warehouse company, and that Moore, Jr., issued dupli- 
cate warehouse receipts which were marked originals 
and used to secure promissory notes of the tobacco 
company. 

The case is expected to come to trial before the fed- 
eral court in Indianapolis in May, probably before the 
final disposition of the investigation of the affairs of 
the collapsed finance company. 


As the result of special efforts made by the Phila- 
delphia interests, and with S. H. Williams, transporta- 
tion director of the Philadelphia Chamber of Commerce, 
making the oral arguments, the U. S. Maritime Com- 
mission recently rendered a decision whereby the city 
stands to profit by a heavier movement of coffee through 
its port. The Commission in its decision refused to 
approve agreements by the Steamship Lines Confer- 
ence providing for an increase of $2 per ton on coffee 
to Philadelphia and other North Atlantic outports, over 
the rates to the Port of New York.

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seatrain Line Upheld by 
1.C. Ruling 


VER the dissent of Commissioners Eastman, Miller, 

Mahaffic and McManamy, the I.C.C. on Feb. 7 
handed down a decision in the controversial Seatrain 
ine case, which hit both the railroad and the coast- 
gise water carrier, but which generally upheld the Jer- 
wy water line. 

Although the decision directed the railroads to join 
sith the Seatrain Lines in the establishment of through 
utes and rates, the commission also stipulated that 
yatrain rates are to be differentially higher than those 
of break-bulk waterlines. This tends, it is claimed, to 
make the victory a hollow one. 

Since Oct. 6, 1932, Seatrain has been operating ves- 
wis between Hoboken, N. J., and Belle Chasse, La., 
rig Havana, Cuba, which transport freight in railroad 
ars. Both the Texas and Pacific Railway and the Mis- 
uri Pacific have a minority stock interest in Seatrain. 

Shortly after Seatrain inaugurated this service the 
American Railway Assn. amended its car service rules 
was to provide that cars of railway ownership must 
not be delivered to a shipping line for water trans- 
nortation without permission of the owner. Most of the 
nilroads immediately thereafter refused to permit de- 
livery of their cars to Seatrain. At about the same 
time Seatrain filed a complaint with the commission 
weking an order requiring the establishment of through 
routes with the railroads operating in the east, south 
and southwest and establishment of joint rates in con- 
nection with such through routes. 
This was followed by a complaint filed by the break- 
bulk coastwise lines (Agwi Lines, Inc., Southern Steam- 
ship Company, and Morgan Line), which asked the 
commission when fixing joint rates and port to port 
rates of Seatrain Lines to make them differentially 
higher than those of the break-bulk services. 


The commission rejected the contention that inas- 
much as Seatrain operates between Hoboken and Belle 
Chasse by way of Havana, it was without jurisdiction 
to prescribe through routes and joint rates through a 
foreign country. The commission also rejected a con- 
tention that it could not prescribe through routes that 
would short-haul the defendant railroads. 


In its findings the commission held that service over 
Seatrain corresponds more to service over all-rail routes 
than over break-bulk routes but that because of longer 
time in transit Seatrain service could not successfully 
compete with the all-rail rates at an equality of rates 
but at the same time break-bulk lines could not com- 
pete with Seatrain at an equality of rates. On this 
sore the commission made what is regarded as a highly 


mportant finding. It said: 
‘As Seatrain does not have the same handicaps as the 
treak-bulk nes and its service is more comparable to that 
‘all-rail routes, there appears no sound reason why the rail 
rs should be required to participate in joint rates with 
‘train on as low a basis as with the break-bulk lines. The
